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Booking Men Are Skeptical of Two-a-Day Vaudeville Comeback 


“FLESH” REVIVAL CERTAIN 


Road Future Looks Good; 
Many Plans Being Made 


Managers at last fight road ills collectively—Erlanger 
acquires 140 auditoriums—negotiates with railroads— 
Gus Hill also working, with aim to have 35 companies 


Basis Is Lack 
Of B.-O. Acts 


Canvass of important talent 
buyers shows them optimis- 
tic regarding next season 


NEW YORK, May 11.—Hopes 
of a revival of two-a-day straight 
vaudeville in the key cities thru- 
out the country are entertained 
by everybody, it seems, except 
bookers of the various circuits. 
They, with years of experience of 
furnishing shows for straight 
vaudeville and then combo houses, 
are skeptical of such a comeback, 
altho all of them are optimistic in regard 
to vaudeville’s future looking much 
brighter than its past. In the estima- 
tion of every show buyer questioned, a 
general return of straight® vaudeville 
policies would be impossible because of 
the lack of sufficient b.-o. talent. Ac- 
cording to their statements, “names” 
with plenty of drawing power would be 
absolutely necessary to make the “all- 
flesh” policies pay in these days when 
the general public shops for its enter- 
to tainment. 

Difficulty in securing consistent b.-o. 
shows for the Palace, the one straight 
vaude house left in the country and the 
one house which has a regular patronage 
week in and week out, is pointed out by 
the bookers as the best argument against 
a comeback of two-a-day, straight vaude 
houses on a large scale. 

The Palace in the last two years has 
had to depend on frequent repeats of 
“names” and standard acts to enable 
the house to stay on the black side of 
the ledger. Those shows that contained 
no b.-o0. draw, altho good in entertain- 
ment, proved business flops. 

It is the contention of many that 
straight vaude thruout the country can 
and will come back only after sufficient 
development ground, meaning the re- 
vival of the family time, is opened and 
sufficient time allowed for acts to find 
themselves. At present, acts have got to 
be good enough from the start to play 
the big time, or else. 

Resurrection of the family time is now 
being attempted by house scouts ap- 
pointed by Charles J. Freeman, RKO’s 
booking manager. These scouts, in their 
early reports, stated that the return of 
vaude to many indie houses that have 
been in straight pictures for the last 
fev years looks likely, with New England, 
Pennsylvania and Ohio showing up as 
containing the most vaude-minded thea- 
ter operators. 

How little new talent is being de- 
veloped at the present time can be 
gathered from the fact that the Palace, 
which in former years could be depended 
upon to raise a number of unknowns 
yearly to prominence, has only “made”

Act Tones Down Song After

NEW YORK, May 11.—Aaronson’s 
Commanders, now at the Capitol, are 
the first vaude act to be censored in a 
campaign by two local Italian newspa- 
pers to tone down “wop” comedy con- 
sidered offensive by the Italian people. 

A representative of the two biggest 
Italian dailies, I] Progresso and The Bol- 
lettino della Sera, which are published 
by one concern, phoned the management 
of the Capitol last week and complained 
that the Mussolini comedy number in 
the Aaronson act was offensive to Ital- 
ians, who had been notifying the news- 
papers about it. Number in question 
was a version of You've Got To See 
Mussolini, a song Gus Van has been 
popularizing these last few years. It 
included a satire on Mussolini and the 
Fascisti straight-arm salute besides pok- 
ing fun at conditions in Italy under 
Mussolini. Capitol management notified 


New Wisconsin Billboard Bill 


Provides for Seeniec Reserves 


MADISON, Wis., May 11.—The 1931 
Legislature will not enact any legislation 
to regulate billboards. This became ap- 
parent when Assemblyman J. W. Carow 
withdrew a bill and a substitute which 
proposed a license tax on billboards. 
Carow measure was scheduled for a hear- 
ing before assembly judiciary committee 
and nearly 50 persons were on hand to 
argue it. Carow announced that he had 
introduced bill and substitute under im- 
pression they were acceptable both to 
outdoor advertising interests and to 
groups which wished to regulate bill- 
boards. When he learned that the pro- 
posal was to be fought he decided to 
withdraw it.

was a boy. Broadway prospects 
also taking on a brighter hue with 
producers waking up to necessity 
of price slashing. Undercurrent 
of rebirth now penetrating pro- 
ducing offices makes even most skeptical 
optimistic. 

Broadway producers have at last pre- 
sented a united front to bring back road, 
and commissioned the Theater League to 
launch drive against existent obstacles 
which have made profitable road tours 
impossible. Three basic problems as out- 
lined by League include railroad rates, 
property transfer rates and the lack of 
an arbitration clause in the contracts 
between managers and unions. 


Doctor Henry Moskowitz, head of the 
League, has been working quietly on 
plans for some weeks. Managers claim 
that when they send a company on tour 
for four months or more they are en- 
titled to more consideration than a 
casual single ticket purchaser. When 
road was used more actively than it is 
now special concessions were made with 
purchase of certain number of tickets. 


Theater men also want stagehands’ 
and musicians’ unions to include an ar- 
bitration clause in their agreements. At 
present a union decision is final. Man- 
agers claim that such a blanket policy 
consistently works injustices and they 
want provisions made for an arbitrative 
body to pass on contested issues. Mos- 
kowitz has already sponsored one con- 
ference between officers of the League 
and heads of unions. 


Erlangers followed up their Guild tie- 
up statement of last week by announc- 
ing that 240 small-town auditoriums 
have been lined up for use during sea- 
son of 1931-’32 and that more shows 
will be sent out next season than 
have ushered forth from New York in 
last three years. Auditoriums and little 
theaters will be used in towns where no 
theaters are available or where legit.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., May 9.—The one-time winter quarters 
of Barnum & Bailey Circus was the site selected for the debut 
Monday of the widely heralded St. Leon Bros.’ European Circus, 
Ltd., which drew capacity crowd to witness the onering affair 
projected along a continental motif by a quartet of outdoor execu- 


tives, now functioning in the in- 
terests of what they believe to be 
symbolic of the dawn of a new 
era in circusdom. The four men 
associated with the novel enter- 
prise are Frank Wirth, Larry Boyd, James 
Sullivan and Phil Wirth. 

Jorgen M. Christiansen, equestrian di- 
rector, fresh from the Great European 
Olympia Circus at Chicago and, more 
recently, the Shrine Circus at Spring- 
field, blew the whistle at 8:40 p.m. to 
usher in a program of 15 well-balanced 
and nicely routined acts fortified with 
eure-fire ‘name” turns, studded with tra- 
ditions of the past. Among these dia- 
monds of the sawdust are May Wirth, 
working her rapid, dynamic riding with 
Phil and the Wirth Family; Honey 
Troupe, a clean, polished ensemble of six 
who enter the lists after significant suc- 
cess over RKO Time. This Australian 
unit packs a wallop and took the bows 
of the evening along with May Wirth 
act.

LOUIS, May 9.—Major M. J. Pick- 
ering, general manager of the Arena, re- 
ceived a telegram from Alexander Mur- 
dock, director of public works in Phila- 
delphia, appointing him manager of the 
new Bureau of Convention Hall and 
Municipal Stadium. Major Pickering 
accepted immediately.

Phila- 
delphia Convention Hall and Auditorium 
will be finished May 15. 

It cost $5,300,000 and has a seating 
capecity in its main hall of more than 
13,000, with a small hall of 1,900 capacity 
and 23 other meeting rooms ranging 
from 50 to 300 capacity. Basement ex- 
position hall of the new building con- 
nects on either side with the older buiid- 
ings and gives a total square foot ca- 
pacity for expositions of more than 
230,000 square feet.

Minstrels are 
booked into Forest Park, Dayton, O., for 
Sunday, May 10, giving matinee and eve- 
ning performances.

Freeman Welcomes Rothafel 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Hiram S. Brown, 
president of RKO; David Sarnoff, presi- 
dent of RCA, and S. L. Rothafel (Roxy) 
will leave tomorrow for the RKO picture 
studios on the Coast. It will be a direct 
trip and the trio are expected back in 
about two weeks. There is talk of a 
number of changes in RKO’s film-pro- 
ducing subsidiary awaiting Brown's ar- 
rival. 

It was denied in the RKO office here 
this week that Rothafel'’s joining Brown 
and Sarnoff on the Coast trip will have 
any connection with the reported plan- 
ning of a two-a-day circuit. Charles J. 
Freeman, head of the vaudeville booking 
department, admitted that Roxy has a 
“dream” about reviving straight vaude 
in key cities, but nothing definite has 
been discussed on this matter yet. 

Contrary to the impression reported to 
have been created in certain circles, 
Freeman has a warm welcome for Roxy 
as a new member of the RKO family. 
Freeman indicated that he wants Roxy’s

advice at any and al) times and feels 
that the vaudeville department of the cir- 
cuit will benefit greatly from the pres- 
ence in the organization of the renowned 
showman. As do others, Freeman be- 
lieves that as time goes on Roxy’s in- 
fluence in the vaudeville-booking office 
will be felt more and more, but he doubts 
whether Roxy will at any time be con- 
cerned directly with the mechanics of 
booking. 

Neither the Sixth Floor or any other 
departments of RKO have been apprised 
as yet regarding Roxy’s exact relation 
to them. All that is known among cir- 
cuit executives is that Roxy is now tied 
up with the two theaters planned as part 
of the Radio City project and devoting 
all his time to this matter. A definite 
move is expected to be made early in 
the fall, however, toward providing Roxy 
with a laboratory theater for trying out 
ideas he has for the straight vaude house 
included in Radio City’s plans. 


To Arbitrate 
Healy Claim 


Society has bill for $12.- 
500 against Shuberts—lat- 
ter’s counter-claim out 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Ameri- 
can Arbitration Society has claim 
of Ted Healy against Shuberts for 
$12,500. Claim represents five 
weeks’ salary for Healy ip Shu- 
bert production of “A Night in 
Venice,” which was put on in 
May, 1929. Healy was guaran- 
teed 25 weeks and only got 20. 
When case was given to Ameri- 
can Arbitration Society, Shuberts at- 
tempted counter-claim against Healy of 
$4,500, which they said was for money 
paid to actors, stagehands and musi- 
cians in attempt to keep The Gang’s All 
Here going. Gang, which was Green & 
Gensler show, was to be kept going by 
co-op. cast after announced closing, but 
Equity put stop to proceedings after one 
night. Why Healy should be held for 
co-op. cast debts incurred by Shuberts 
is obscure, and so thought the Supreme 
Court, which decided on case after it 
had been referred there by Arbitration 
Society. Decision was handed down 
against Shuberts. 

Meanwhile, Healy claim for 12%, grand 
is still before arbitration outfit. Case 
will be tried there next week. 


Hunter Gives “Ibbetson” Week 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Revival of Peter 
Ibbetson, which was slated to close last 
Saturday night, but which continued 
thruout this week with Glenn Hunter 
replacing Dennis King in title role, folds 
tonight. Show reported to be scheduled 
for road tour next season. 

When. announcement was made that 
Ibbetson would close last Saturday Den- 
nis King entered into a contract to sing 
in Chicago. 

Hunter had previously played the part 
in several stock productions. He was 
last seen on Broadway in Waterloo 
Bridge, the Robert Sherwood play pro- 
duced by Dillingham, and with that ex- 
ception has been absent from the Broad- 
way scene for some time. Remainder of 
cast remained intact during extra week's 
run.

CHICAGO, May 9.—Lester Bryant and 
George Miller are bringing Ritzy to the 
Selwyn Theater June 20 for what they 
hope will be a summer run. Leading 
roles will be played by Edna Hibbard, 
Lynne Overman and James Spottswood.

Receiver Asks Order 
To Sell Durium Assets 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Acting upon the 
suggestion of creditors, consisting mostly 
of Broadway music publishers, the re- 
ceiver for Durium Products Corporation 
has asked the court to grant an order 
to permit him to sell all assets of the 
Durium company. Durium has until 
May 12 to show cause why the order 
should not be granted. 

An auditor’s report furnished pub- 
lishers with royalty claims against 
Durium shows that March 19 Durium 
owed for the quarter ending December 
31, 1930, the following royalty amounts: 
Remick Music Corporation, $18,890.29; 
Donaldson, Douglas & Gumble, Inc., 
$18,561.79; Irving Berlin, Inc., $18,260.33; 
Leo Feist, Inc., $17,866.50; Robbins Music 
Corporation, $17,431.94; Harms, Inc. 
$11,372.03; Carl Fisher, $7,971.86; Davis, 
Coots & Engel, Inc., $6,782.53; Famous 
Music Company, $6,353.48; Shapiro, 
Bernstein & Company, $6,171; Joe Morris 
Music Company, %5,476.36; De Sylva, 
Brown & Henderson, Inc., %4,965.38; 
Santley Bros., $832.26; M. Witmark & 
Son, $247.08, and Villa Moret, Inc., 
$227.56. The total is $141,410.39. 

Since Durium went into receivership 
the company has continued to release its 
weekly record thru the receiver, and 
publishers have been paid on release day 
the flat guarantee of $2,500, representing 
250,000 records at 1 cent per record. 
Copyright law calls for 2 cents a record, 
but publishers figured it was wiser to 
accept the cent royalty on a guarantce 
basis than to get nothing thru not hav- 
ing their numbers recorded and released. 


Three Cities Dropping 
Eight-Act Programs 


NEW YORK, May 11.—Eight-act bills 
will be discontinued next week in Mil- 
waukee, Omaha and Salt Lake City, the 
houses continuing with just the four- 
act RKO intacts. The extra acts for 
Omaha and Salt Lake City were booked 
from Los Angeles, while Milwaukee was 
booked out of Chicago. 

It is almost certain that the remaining 
eight-act bills will receive the same 
trymming.

She, how- 
ever, played little in vaude before her 
first and only Palace date, having stuck 
to clubs mainly. 

This dearth of new “names” on the 
“flesh” side of show business, according 
to the bookers, is the big stumbling 
block in the path of the return of 
straight vaude policies. The smaller 
block is the viewpoint of theatergoers 
that a combo policy of vaude and pic- 
tures represents a greater value for their 
money than either a straight vaude or 
picture policy.

and found eager audiences everywhere. 
At the Auditorium in Memphis, Tenn., 
several productions grossed $8,000 for 
single performances. 

Maynard stated that negotiations are 
under way with a large railroad com- 
pany, and if railroad unions will make 
certain concessions railroad fares for 
traveling companies will be reduced con- 
siderably, thereby cutting expenses and 
allowing shows to play to low-scaled 
houses. Day of $3 and $4 tops on road 
is cver, according to Maynard, but shows 
at $1 and $2 tops are in demand every- 
where. 

Gus Hill is also at work on a similar 
idea. He is endeavoring to gain certair 
concessions from stagehands’ union, and, 
if plans materialize, Hill hopes to have 
as Many as 35 companies on road at one 
time, which would give work to some 
2,500 theatrical people, including actors, 
road crews, agents and ushers. Hill’s 
idea is to offer shows at $1 top and 
compete with talkies in towns where 
films get 85 cents. Tom Morrow is now 
lining up houses for Hill in West, and 
A. A. Spitz is handling New England 
territory. 

Rebirth along Broadway is assured by 
new attitude of producers concerning top 
prices. Earl Carroll's new house will be 
scaled at $3 top, Billy Rose’s Crazy Quilt 
is down to $4.40, and B. S. Moss is talk- 
ing about a summer revue for his Broad- 
way Theater with $3 top. Other pro- 
ducers have signified their intention to 
follow suit, which means that the public 
will be getting a break and that coming 
season should be one of the best in 
history of legit. theater.

Operators, Bookers at Odds 
Over RKO’s Eight-Act Shows 


. Tho opposed to policy, Freeman is giving ‘bargain shows’ 
fair trial—bottom-heavy layouts sacrifice quality to 
quantity—destroy good accomplished by intact experts 


NEW YORK, May 11.—Vaudeville booking and theater oper- 
ating departments of RKO are at odds over the practicability of 
booking 8-act shows into 10 of the circuit’s intact houses. Charles J. 
Freeman, head of the booking department, despite his strenuous 
opposition to the “bargain show” plan which has been in operation 


in most of the spots since early 
in April has stated that he will 
not allow his personal views to 
interfere with giving the idea a 
fair trial. In this important mat- 
ter, which close observers say will decide 
the trend of vaude policies next season, 
President Hiram 8. Brown of RKO is 
acting as the judge, and the booking and 
operating departments are preparing 
their briefs from material obtained dur- 
ing the trial period of the eight-act 
shows. No decision will be handed down 
by Brown until several conferences are 
held on the matter and until at least two 
more months elapse, thus carrying the 
matter over until directly before the be- 
zinning of the fall season. 


Really important factor in the case 
for and against the eight-act bills being 
used in seven Coast towns and three 
towns close to the circuit’s Chicago of- 
ficc is that of grosses. Operating depart- 
ment knows full well that if the shows 
make a steady pull at the box office they 
will remain and will be extended over 
other spots, not only in intact towns, 
but in Eastern houses that are now being 
spot booked. Booking department is well 
aware of the consequences resulting 
from the reverse of such a situation. 


Thus far it is difficult to determine 
how the eight-acters have been holding 
up. It was admitted several weeks ago 
by an RKO executive that the results 
were not gratifying in certain towns. On 
the other hand, the operating depart- 
ment even at this early period claims 
that it is in a position to prove that 
the “bargain shows” are a definite suc- 
cess in most spots. 


Decision to try out the eight-act shows 
is reported to be the first important 
move made by RKO at variance to Free- 
man’s ideas on vaude booking. Freeman 
is confident that his principle of using 
less but better acts will be accepted as 
sound when the trial period is over. 
Eight-act shows are being adversely 
criticized from many angles, but chiefly 
because they represent a mixture of 
small-time material and acts that are 
theoretically the best obtainable among 
the standards in the Eastern market. It 
has long been accepted as a principle 
of good booking that cheap acts cannot 
blend with good acts on a playable show. 
Besides, .the way in which the eight- 
acters are being laid out brings into 
relief the poor quality of the added 
acts. Intacts, consisting of four acts, 
are presented in their regular running 
order, making it necessary to use the 
cheap fillers as show openers and there- 
fore makirg it difficult for the intact 
portion to click psychologically. 

Freeman declared that a two-hour 
show—and a good one—is enough. The 
eight-act combos prévide for vaudefilm 
shows running from three-and-one- 
fourth to three-and-one-half hours, tak- 
ine into consideration that the average 
screen show takes up on an average of 
1 hour and 20 minutes. While he is 
concerned primarily with the vaude angle 


on the “bargain show” policy, Freeman 
is not blind to the fact that good busi- 
ness is difficult of attainment when, the 
operator is forced to stretch his show 
to three-and-one-half hours. 

Quality is what counts, according to 
an old Freeman apothegm. Eight-act 
proposition does not make any provisions 
for quality, but boosts instead the 
quantity angle, which is not appreciated 
as well as one might imagine in most 
spots. Chicago and Coast offices of RKO 
intrusted with the buying of the four 
extra acts are limited in expenditures 
to about $650 for the whole batch. This 
compares with an average of $3,000 al- 
lowed for the buying of four intact acts. 
System of salary apportionment works 
against all the efforts that have been 
made and are being planned for the 
embellishment of the intact shows. 
Various experts, drawing high salaries 
from the operating and booking depart- 
ments, are occupied here with giving the 
four-act intacts every advantage of their 
skill, ingenuity and the circuit’s re- 
sources. It seems inconsistent with 
everything that has been done thus far 
to build up the intacts that four acts 
bought cheaply outside of New York 
should be permitted to intrude into the 
intact layout. The cheap acts either drag 
down the intact in effectiveness or have 
their own faults accentuated, or both. 

When asked whether it would help 
matters if the entire eight-act layouts 
were bought here, Freeman declared this 
is improbable. His point is that acts 
bought cheaply, unless the circumstances 
are unusual, are literally cheap and this 
applies to any buying spot in the coun- 
try. There are some in the RKO or- 
ganization who feel that RKO would 
benefit immeasurably from the employ- 
ment of the extra money allowed for the 
four cheaper acts to obtain good attrac- 
tions here that are now out of the reach 
of the intact bookers because of limited 
budgets. There are many’ acts sorely 
needed in RKO's out-of-town houses 
that are now out of the question as 
intact possibilities due to restricted ap- 
propriations for the Interstate-Orpheum 
shows. 

Towns booked with four extra acts out 
of the Chicago office by Dick Hoffman 
are Toledo, Milwaukee and Omaha. _Ben 
Bernard, of RKO’s Los Angeles office, 
buys extra acts for the following intact 
towns: Portland, Seattle, Tacoma, San 
Francisco, Los Angeles, Salt Lake City 
and Oakland.

Freeman trying to save 
vaude budgets — proposes 
less acts for same money 


NEW YORK, May 11.—De- 
cision on the proposal of Charles 
J. Freernan, RKO’s booking man- 
ager, to cut the circuit’s spot- 
booked vaudeville shows at least 
one act where they run five and 
more, rests with Joseph Plunkett, 
general manager, who will not 
return from England until early 
in June. Until then the circuit’s 
summer vaudeville budgets and length 
of shows will remain as they are. 

In submitting his plans to cut the 
bills, it was Freeman's first contention 
that this would automatically lower the 
“flesh” budgets without hurting the 
quality of the shows. Now, however, 
Freeman wishes the bills to be cut and 
yet spend as much money on the shorter 
bills as is now being spent on the long 
ones. 

This is in line with Freeman’s drive 
for the bcst vaudeville shows possible for 
the circuit’s houses. The reduction of 
the bills by one act or more without a 
decrease in the budgets will give the 
bookers so much more money to spend 
on fewer but better acts.

Realizing 
that their own ends will be served best 
by co-operating with theater operators 
to the extent of making slight conces- 
sions in salary and doing away with 
certain regulations that make it difficult 
to keep “flesh” theaters open when 
grosses are waning, Houston’s labor 
groups took action along a line that 
should have been followed seasons ago 
in this and other spots. We no longer 
hold to the brief that unions are solely 
to blame for present conditions. The 
action of the Houston locals, however, 
demonstrates again, and quite conclu- 
sively, that stagehands, musicians and 
projectionists have it within their power 
to hinder or advance the “flesh” cause. 
Hooray for Houston! And may its sweet 
gospel spread thruout the land. 


HARLES J. FREEMAN prefers to book 

less acts on a show when budgets 

are sliced than to retain the same 
number of acts working at lower salaries. 
Much can be written pro and con on 
Freeman’s view of the situation. Since 
he is RKO’s highest ranked vaudeville 
executive his attitude should be ac- 
cepted, however, as that which provides 
the greatest benefits for the field he 
represents in a picture-minded organiza- 
tion. Freeman’s view is sound even if 
it involves the deprivation of work to a 
number of acts. But Freeman is ap- 
parently looking far beyond the dull 
summer period. He knows, as do others 
who are wrapped up in vaudeville’s wel- 
fare, that good shows will win the public 
over to vaudeville quicker than big 
shows. Quantity might impress in the 
beginning, but it is quality that will win 
vaudeville adherents it sorely needs. In 
tendering his views to RKO’s theater- 
operating department on the form 
budget slices should take Freeman is 
not helping Performers Jim, Jake and 
Joe at this time, but he is helping 
vaudeville gain ground. In the end the 
latter is the more important to those 
who might appear to be losing out thru 
the suggested move at this time. 


SUALLY the chasm is wide and for- 
bidding between what a circuit says 
it will do and what it actually does 

to promote the welfare of performers. 
We are happy to report that in the mat- 
ter of RKO announcing the kibosh on 
acts. being asked to play benefits for 
unworthy causes this is being carried out 
to the letter. As reported in these 
columns some months ago, requests re- 
ceived by the RKO office for talent from 
charitable organizations are being han- 
died on a “cost” basis. That is, the 
circuit official receiving the request sells 
the group planning a show on the idea 
of laying aside a comparatively small 
appropriation for talent. The acts cor- 
ralled for these shows are not paid hand- 
somely, but enough money is obtained to 
make the date worth while, and the or- 
ganization running the show for a 
profit gets its talent at bargain rates. 
Everybody is satisfied and, more im- 
portant than all, RKO’s influence over 
acts is not being abused.

Winnipeg dropping “flesh” May 23—five Interstate 
towns set to leave route sometime this month—first 
time in years that Southern houses are bowing out 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Five and a half weeks will be lopped 
off the RKO intact route this month, when Winnipeg, Oklahoma 
City, Fort Worth, Dallas, San Antonio and Houston go straight 


pictures for the summer. 


All of these houses, with the exception 


of the Orpheum, Winnipeg, are on the Interstate Circuit, and make 


for the first dropping of an ap- 
preciable amount of “flesh” on 
that wing for the summer in a 
number of years. The Inter- 


state usually remained unaffected 
thruout the year. A definite date for 
the dropping of vaudeville in these spots 
has been set only for Winnipeg. This 
house goes straight pictures on May 23. 
When the others will go all-film for the 
hot months is now being decided upon 
by RKO's theater operators. 

With the six houses off the route, the 
RKO intact time will total 24 weeks. A 
month ago the unite route was a 29%- 
week stretch of playing time. The week 
lost when the 8ist and 58th Street thea- 
ters went straight pictures last Saturday 
was made up by the Earle, Philadelphia, 
coming in the week of April 25. 

Dropping of Winnipeg will result in a 
two-week layoff between St. Paul and 
Vancouver. With Oklahoma City, Fort 
Worth, Dallas, San Antonio and Houston 
following each other in order, the intacts 
will jump from St. Louis to New Orleans, 
The dates for the dropping of vaudeville 
in the five Interstate houses will prob- 
ably be graduated so that none of the 
intacts now approaching these cities will 
suffer a leyoff. 

RKO’s wholesale dropping of “flesh” in 
the South bespeaks the poor business 
conditions now existing in that portion 
of the country, and is.in line with the 
indefinite plans of Publix and Loew. The 


‘“Jatter chain is talking about asking 


Pancho & Marco to pull the Ideas from 
the Loew theaters in the South. 


Publix is considering dropping the 
presentations in Dallas, San Antonio and 
Houston. The dropping of the stage 
shows by either Loew or Publix, however, 
has not been officially decided upon. 

Lawrence Golde, who books about five 
and a half weeks on and off out of the 
William Morris office, has only one act 
working at present in the South. His 
houses get “flesh”, usually a band or 
large flash, only when they ask for it. 


Sending of the RKO houses, and pos- 
sibly Loew and Publix, into straight pic- 
tures will be done in face of overtures 
made a couple of weeks ago by the stage. 
hands’ and musicians’ unions to the cir- 
cuits. Union men were then willing to 
take a 5 per cent cut in Houston and 
Dallas, as well as make other concessions, 
so that stage shows could be continued.

Loew of ficial decrees day 


off weekly for managers 
and assistants 


NEW YORK, May 9.—After 
years of internal agitation man- 
agers of Loew theaters in the 
metropolitan area gained their 
point yesterday when Charles C. 
Moskowitz, general theater ex- 
ecutive, announced at a general 
managers’ meeting in the home 
office that beginning next week 
every manager and assistant man- 


-ager will receive a day off weekly. Mos- 


kowitz’s announcement came wunex- 
pectedly and at a time’ when it appeared 
that the efforts being made to secure this 
concession were of no avail. 


About three years ago when The Bill- 
board was running editorial comment 
on the matter of Loew house executives 
working for many weeks at a stretch 
without days off, Moskowitz stated that 
the condition was not general and when 
it occurred the cause could be traced to 
a manager or assistant manager being 
absent. from duty over a long stretch, 
other men being recruited from the 
organization to fill in. Another operat- 
ing official at that time, however, ad- 
vanced the opinion that theater man- 
agers should not expect a day off be- 
cause they were warned before accepting 
their assignments that they were about 
to tackle a seven-day-a-week job. 


RKO house managers and their as- 
asstants, local‘and out of town, have been 
given a day’s respite a week regularly 
So far as is known this holds for the 
other major circuits. Loew's reticence 
about falling in line with this policy up 
until now has been ascribed to its atti- 
tude that assistant managers in certain 
spots cannot be depended upon to take 
over the reins of a house on the day set 
aside for the manager’s holiday. Unless 
something unforeseen came up, however, 
assistants have been getting a day off 
regularly in the local Loew houses. In 
out-of-town Loew houses managers and 
assistants have always been permitted to 
take a day off each week. 


Under the system now in effect in the 
Loew outfit, in those houses manned by 
capable and thoroly experienced assist- 
ants the junior executives will fill in for 
the managers on their off days. In the 
other houses a rotating schedule will be 
worked out for the assignment of the 
local chain’s relief managers. Loew har 
not had as many relief managers on its 
local circuit at any time as now. The 
present staff consists of Charles Fergu- 
son, J. Loewer, George Powell and S. 
Zeldner. The relief schedule will be pre- 
pared by Samuel H. Meinhold, assistant 
operator of Loew's local houses.

Britt Wood is the bright star of this 
Week's bill, despite Peggy Hopkins Joyce's 
top billing. Aside from Britt it’s a pretty 
tame affair, with the much publicized 
Peggy legging far behind the rest. Too 
bad the publicity department is devoting 
all its energies to an act of negligible 
value and ignoring the others, any one 
of which is more deserving of attention. 
Fair house at opening show. 

Aussie and Czech opened with an ex- 
hibition of bull-whip manipulation and 
ax throwing that got across fairly well. 
Slow start, the fem’s dance failing to get 
aripple. Tough audience, this Saturday 
mob. Whip work done in a showman- 
like manner and received due apprecia- 
tion. 

Blackface acts have to be mighty good 
to get over in this house. Billy Lytell 
and Tom Fant do some excellent hoofing 
and their imitation of a band is good, 
but they have some lamentably weak 
comedy material, particularly the egg- 
in-hat business, that could well be elimi- 
mated. Band stuff put ‘em over to a 
very good hand. 

Peggy Hopkins Joyce got a ripple on 
her first first appearance and a fair hand 
at the finale. Act is a weak sketch 
along the lines of Peggy's specialty. Its 
entertainment value is nil. 

Britt Wood was the guy who really 
set things going, and he mopped up. 
Tough mobs don’t bother him. He 
cracks their mantle of reserve and soon 
has ‘em holding their sides. His mono- 
log, harmonica playing and comedy all 
went over great and he had to respond 
to repeated requests for encores. Britt 
puts his stuff across with a homespun 
artistry that never fails to register. 

Harry White and Alice Manning close 
the bill with a dance melange that has 
several ‘weak spots, but in the main 
registered nicely. They are assisted by 
the Three Bernie Brothers and Arthur 
Parent. Bernie trio’s footwork is excel- 
lent. and Alice Manning’s toe dancing is 
outstanding. White is weak on comedy, 
tho he works hard. Act scored a fine 
lfand and for an encore did a hoke ses- 
sion that garnered additional laughs. 

NAT GREEN. 


Jefferson, New York 
(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 9) 


The vaudeville runs an hour and three- 
quarters, but manages to hold interest 
because of the load of comedy. Eight 
acts once more, after going down to three 
last week because of Cimarron. Busi- 
mess was fair, with Iron Man on the 
screen. 

Four Robeys open with a strong nov- 
elty act. Three men and a girl work 
speedily thru a varied program of jug- 
gling, balancing and acro stunts, which 
show originality. 

Madeline Patrice did fair in the deuce 
spot. She has a small voice and a poor 
selection of songs. Some good violin 
playing and a bit of harmonizing with 
the girl pianist round out the act. 

Charlie Wilson went over well with 
his hoke comedy, his chatter and kidding 
with the pit men being good for plenty 
of laughs. He gets good assist from a 
stooge, who plays a mean harmonica, 
and from a girl acrobatic dancer. He 
had to encore. 

Jack Donnelly, assisted by two men 
and three girls, heads a clever comedy 
flash. Starting off as a straight dance 
act, it develops into a good comedy turn 
when plants begin heckling the dancers. 
Agnes Dawson came on for two blues 
numbers that stopped the show. 

Morton and Parks follow and do fairly 
well with their crossfire and singing bits. 
Some of the comedy is not tasteful, but 
they liked it here. Parks is a good co- 
median, his mugging and trick voice 
being his best bets, while Miss Morton 
is @ good hoofer. 

Kramer and Boyle went big. Kramer 
im blackface and Boyle as straight are as 
good as ever. Their hoke ventriloquial 
bit and eure-fire patter brought con- 
tinuous laughs. Marjorie Moore, a red- 
head icoker, is charming in her toe and 
violin solos, and Beth Miller is a fine 
blues warbler. 

Milo next-to-closed and scored heavily. 


The Palace, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday, Ajternoon, May 9) 


Even the Schnozzolas fail to draw them in as they should when baseball 
weather hits the main stem on a Saturday afternoon. But a big pickup is 
due, and when the Palace finishes its week it will show up far better in the ledger 
than last week, when Arthur Willi plunged deep to bring back Ed Wynn. Jimmy 
Durante and his maniacal crew head a wholly pleasing show and as well balanced 
as a Palace layout can be with the material available around here. This was 
Hal Sherman's debut, and the hard-working little gent made good. Besides the 
Clayton, Jackson and Durante menage, Charles King also is here from the re- 
cently demised Goetz show, The New Yorkers, 

LIZARD DEMNA TROUPE of tumblers and pyramid builders provided an eye- 
opening curtain raiser in their familiar sight routine. The eight men and two 
girls form all kinds of geometric figures, two and three high, with the punch of 
one male carrying the 10 other acrobats reserved for the finish. 


ARNAUT BROTHERS were not misspotted in the deucer on a bill of this 
strength. The superbly clever pantomimists, whistlers and trick fiddlers had 
things their own way without a letup. It’s the same act that has played around 
for seasons, but considerably enhanced by some production fixings and a part 
written in for an attractive girl, who foils with talk. The duo’s love-bird bit was 
a@ fitting climax to their classy routine. 


CHARLES KING acted like a tonic on a house starving for chin music. The 
Broadway Melody man was ovated, and started his warble cycle going with two 
numbers from The New Yorkers. Then followed a disinterment of old favorites 
and for the climactic spot a rendering of Manhattan Serenade, written by Lou 
Alter, King’s accompanist. The show-stop brought King out again for a warble 
of Where Have You Been?, also from the Goetz show. King is mister personality 
himself and good for a Palace return or holdover any time, 


HAL SHERMAN had to make good here without a following, and the be- 
mustached and begoggled comedian did just that, with a show-stop besides. He 
works thru most of his act with a blond looker, Dorothy Ryan. Besides her 
puichrituce, Miss Ryan has the knack of selling a song and is a great ingenue. 
Sherman derives his comedy effects both thru sight bits and a preponderance of 
fresh, snappy gagging ammunition. In comedy dancing he finds his forte, how- 
ever. Shapes up as a non-lifting cross between Ben Blue and Lester Allen. They'll 
want him here again and at most other houses 

HARRIET HOCTOR finished a string of three returns here in five weeks late 
last September, and this time is back.in an entirely new act. It’s a big bill to 
fill, but true that this splendiferous dancer—most assuredly the finest sample 
of terpsichore available and suited to vaudeville today—excels anything she 
€ver did here in this offering. Her outstanding bits are in solo. One has her 
doing an interpretation of a raven, and the other calls for an entirely different 
style of work in the guise of an Easter lily. There are several swell] duo numbers 
with Charles Columbus, of the team that gave Miss Hoctor her first break in 
vaudeville. Harriet Bennett fills in and accompanies with warbles, and Jules 
Lande, remembered from the previous act. gets two spots in bow-scraping bits. 
George Hirst directs from the pit. This act slapped a class-packed lid on the 
first half. 


LOUISE GROODY AND NEVILLE FLEESON also have been away from here 
since last September, and their return finds them doing a little changed routine 
from the one that brought Miss Groody to the fore as a powerful vaudeville per- 
sonality. And thanks to Fleeson. Some new introductory material has found its 
way into their routine, but aside from that the familiar bits are the Anna Christie 
takcoff and the superbly clever Harlem interlude, with Miss Groody grinding and 
bumping and cooching hot and heavy. They bowed off to plenty of noise as in- 
termission openers. 


CLAYTON, JACKSON AND DURANTE, fresh from laugh damage done to stiff 
Park Avenue bosoms during their run in The New Yorkers, have not been spoiled 
by their contact with the upper crest. The same crazy, lovable trio—and maybe 
several degrees crazier. Everything for laughs and not a quip or thrust is done 
in vain. Schnozzle Jimmy’s antics had the house in a constant state of hysterics, 
and the payoff came when a pit man shot him in the unmentionable, sequencing 
the hospital scene from the show, with Charles King and others helping to raise 
the laugh score. Here's another case (Bert Lahr’s act being the first) of a scene 
from a show sending the RKO censor on a hair-tearing spree. But it’s the Schnozzles 
that do it, which might or might not provide immunity. Just before writing this 
our snooper told us that the trio will not split after all, rejoining after Jimmy 
finishes his picture. Which is the happiest news we've heard today. 

ELIAS E. SUGARMAN. 


In tramp outfit, he does clever stuff with 
his pipes, imitating bird calls, animal 
sounds and other noises. Comedy bits 
brighten up the voice tricks. 

Don Azpiazu and the Havana Casino 
Orchestra went over okeh. The Cuban 
music is well played, but the numbers 
should be announced in some way to 
keep the audience from guessing. The 
cooch dancer and the two male singers 
are individual socks.

With the opposition house offering 
Cimarron and three acts, the Orpheum 
packed the house with Skippy and the 
usual five. Business the best in weeks. 

Moran and Wiser, two men, were per- 
fect for opening spot, their intimate 
comedy warming up the show nicely. 
They juggle clubs and straw hats, throw- 
ing the latter into the audience to be 
returned by the seat holders. One of 
the two is a good comedian and livens up 
the juggling routines with falls and 
wisecracks 

Peggy English warbled four popular 
numbers and failed t© arouse any en- 


thusiasm. Her appearance is good and 
her voice is fair, but she lacks any dis- 
tinctive quality to warrant her doing a 
Single. She warbled a set encore on a 
light’ hand and went off to an even 
lighter one. 


Information, Man and girl comedy 
sketch, followed and went over nicely. 
The scene is a radio station information 
cffice, with an elderly broadcaster an- 
swering queries on the phone and by 
mail. Act is really a monolog, as the 
girl only speaks a few lines, and gets a 
fair quota of laughs and snickers. 


Earl LaVere, with a tall boy as straight, 
put on a punchy comedy act. LaVere 
has a good line of gags, mostly Scotch, 
and some neat comedy bits which he 
weaves in with brief accordion and ban- 
jo accompaniment. Did a couple of en- 
cores before slipping away. 


Elizabeth Morgan and Company closed 
with their diverting and talented flash. 
Miss Morgan is a good dancer and is 
given capable support by her partner. A 
warbling pianist and a boy song and 
dance team, whose brightest item is a 
drunk dance, round out the act. Act 
could stand cutting and speeding up of 
the opening.

E. F. Albee, Cinc‘nnati. 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 9) 


A whale of a mob at the opening show. 
Due, no doubt, to the fact that Harry 
Richman, Cincinnati's own, is holding 
the headline position. Only four acts 
this week, instead of the usual five. 
Albee patrons missed that extra turn, 
too. 
Elton Rich and Co-Eds, four of ‘em, 
have a corking dance novelty, and give 
this layout a flying start. Rich’s pedal- 
istic work stands out, one of the rou- 
tines being especially effective. Four 
girlies give him good support, both in 
ensemble and with their single efforts. 
One of the damsels does a contortionist 
dance that is above the average. Lots of 
applause thruout, and a great sendoff 
mitt. 

Ward and Van, one on the harp and 
another on fiddle, found number two an 
ideal spot. Act is much the same as on 
its last viist here a year ago, but much 
more effective. Boys unloose a delight- 
ful blend of hoke and legitimate music, 
with the fiddler handling the comedy 
angle. He gets plenty from the falling 
pants business. Boys work panto until 
near the end, when the fiddler vocalizes 
on Don’t Talk About Me When I’m Gone 
to good results. Duo took several en- 
cores and paraded off to a heavy hand 

Joe Besser easily copped the laugh 
honors of the day with his sketch, Wild- 
Cat Dugan, in which he is assisted by 
two males and two fems. No rhyme or 
reason to the skit, but it’s ideal for Bes- 
ser’s purposes. Besser’s business as the 
pansy Royal Northwest Mounted Police 
proved sure-fire stuff, and drew down 
laugh after laugh. His support is okeh. 
Both girls step out for specialties. Bes- 
ser and his aids bowed off to lusty hand- 
clapping. 

Harry Richman came on to a warm 
ovation. After a bit of so-so gagging he 
went into his song work, singing no less 
than eight numbers before making his 
departure. His chatter material was 
only fair, but he bowled ‘em over with 
his singing. Each number brought hefty 
applause. Only marring feature was 
Richman’'s censuring of his male accom- 
panist on two occasions, which could be 
heard half way back in the house. Made 
‘em both appear hammy. Richman was 
a sure cinch for a show-stop, but the 
lengthy running time was against him. 
As it was, he pulled a corking getaway 
hand.

The booking office has done right by 
our Hippodrome, and it is a pleasure not 
to have to point out how top-heavy the 
show is, or to pan its slowness, spotti- 
ness or lack of comedy. The layout is a 
corker, headlining Herb Williams, and 
provides solid entertainment for an hour 
and 45 minutes. Subway Express on the 
screen and business was off because of 
the balmy weather. 

Bentell and Gould get the show under 
way nicely with their xylophone and 
dance routine. Standard bearers ply 
mean hammers to the wooden keyboards, 
while their boy assist does okeh hoofing. 
Fair hand at getaway. 

Caligary Brothers walloped in deucing. 
They go in for panto., cinch stuff here, 
and the audience gave them big laughs 
and applause. The boys are clever show- 
men and employ a number of nifties. 

Ada Brown went big with her full- 
voiced warbling. This dusky mammy 
has keen pipes and a sure-fire delivery. 
Applauded big on each number, with 
the encore, Travelin’, a sure sock.

He is meaty 
stuff for here, and anywhere else, with 
his musical novelties and thoroly funny 
pieces Of biz. Works panto. thruout. 

Sue Russell, with Hinky and Dinky, 
keep the laughs flowing with plenty of 
hoke. Girl skipper clowns well. Her 
burlesque of a prima donna and classical 
dancer are darbs. Freak-sized boys lend 
healthy punches with their hoked acro- 
batic sessions. 

Gale Quadruplets, from Flying High, 
are a treat with their songs and dances, 
breaking up the heavy flow of laughs, 
and were well palmed. They are lookers, 
forte on dancing and sidelining in har- 
mony singing. Two boys assist, one a 
good warbler. 

Herb Williams panicked them for 25 
minutes in the next-to-shut spot. He 
is doing all his familiar bits, but they 
are still laugh-packed. The biz is all 
strong, with Herb getting everything out 
of the different bits. Good support from 
the two males and a girl. 

Young Kam Troupe are the right bye- 
byers. This Jap septet majors in con- 
tortionistics, and it is all strong. One 
tiny girl is the chief stunter.

Loew’s State, New York 


(Reviewed Saturday Afternoon, May 9) 


With strong draws on both stage and 
screen, the State this week may hit a 
new high for the year. Despite terrific 
opposition from perfect weather, the 
house was almost full by the time the 
64 minutes of vaudeville went off at the 
first show. Charles Chaplin’s City 
Lights is the screen fare, while Gus Van 
headlines the “flesh” portion. The bill 
as a whole is off, with the first three 
acts creating little impression. Socks 
run in order with Van next-to-closing 
and the Albertina Rasch Dancers in 
the finale. 

John and Mary Mason, roller skaters, 
showed little until their closing stunting. 
The turn lagged badly during the girl’s 
solo work, with the boy not providing 
much of a pickup with the somersault 
and handkerchief grab trick. 

Nina Mae McKenna, who clicked in the 
all-sepian film, Hallelujuh, far from 
Clicked on the State stage with two males 
in her assist. Her forte is singing and 
she includes one dramatic vocal bit from 
the picture. The boys, one of whom is 
Stationed at the grand, impressed much 


more with their ‘warbling than the 
Standard bearer. Her finale dance was 
very poor. 


Earl Faber was on for four minutes 
before getting even the semblance of a 
laugh. After the appearance of a blond 
looker and a corking stooge the act 
sailed in smoother waters. The stooge, 
who delivers an excellent eccentric dance, 
undoubtedly saved the turn at the mati- 
nee.

Albertina Rasch Dancers, 13 girls, one 
of whom solos, closed. Running time for 
this good and straight dancing flash was 
obviously cut, the act running only nine 
minutes and including just two ensem- 
ble routines and one tap solo. It is ex- 
ceptionally well costumed.

Another good show packed the house 
today. 

Bill ppened with Thelma De Onzo and 
Siste:”Sally, who were assisted by others 
of the family in a musical and novelty 
jumping act that started things off with 
a good taste. Their work was novel and 
deserved the hand they got. 

Paul Nolan, the “Jesting Swede,” gave 
some clever ideas in novelty juggling 
which, interspersed with his droll com- 
edy, seemed to please. 

Georgie Tapps’ Revue, a flash act with 
some novel dancing and an octet of 
snare drummers, introduced to the pa- 
trons a real novelty. Dancing of Tapps 
bowed them off to a good hand. 

John Steel introduced his popular 
songs in a manner that pleased, and 
his three numbers gave him a good fin- 
ish. 

Webster and Douglas did some clever 
comedy work with a plant, and finished 
with a hurrah that gave more than a 
big laugh to the audience. 

Randall and Company gave a spec- 
tacular acrobatic novelty that introduced 
excellent work by all the principals. Act 
is away from the ordinary act of its kind. 
Finished to a big hand. 

Stuart and Lash wowed the audience 
with their nut stuff. and with the as- 
sistance of a clever dancer made them 
all sit up and take notice. They also 
were very prominent in the closing act, 
Glorious Girls, which gave them another 
chance to show how clever they are. In 
this last act a very unusual dancer ap- 
pears.

RKO Intact No. 43 
(Reviewed at the Madison, Brooklyn, 
Wednesday Evening, May 6) 


Ben Blue should be thankful for land- 
ing in this intact. The joint producers, 
Max Gordon and Irving Yates, will be 
thankful for getting the job and also 
Blue when they make the weekly split. 
And RKO should stick to its edict of 
no more production vaude units for the 
Orpheum-Interstate route. 

This is nothing more than a flash 
entailing just one seasoned performer 
and one virtue, his comedy. Faults are 
many, with the most outstanding one 
the figures on the ledgers of each house 
it has played and will play. Had the 
circuit put the unit together itself in- 
stead of placing the work in the hands 
of Gordon and Yates the cost would 
have been high at $2,200. RKO is pay- 
ing at least $1,000 more than this, as 


‘well as breaking in everybody in the 


intact except Blue. 

Unit made the grade here only because 
of Blue’s comedy and its trimming to 
49 minutes due to the Cimarron screen- 
ing. Nothing in its éntirety to show 
how it can possibly register with a longer 
running time. And after this week it 
will have to do 60 minutes and more. 

Its running order is Lewis and Altee 
opening, Ben Blue deucing and A King- 
dom for Sale, afterpiece, with everybody 
taking part. Martha Ray, warbler, who 
was originally spotted on her own, works 
in the Blue and afterpiece portions with- 
out stage-card mention. 

Opening session is all flash, with no 
allusion made during its 15 minutes as 
to who, of the six girls and two boys, 
Lewis and Altee may be. They are prob- 
ably the hoofing boys who work fast, but 
none too forte. One of these should get 
himself a haircut if he doesn’t want to 
take the chance of being embarrassed by 
boisterous auditors along the route. The 
six girls, dancing four and two, show up 
as graduated chorines with make- 


shift routines. Following this 15-minute 
session of nothing at all, which includes 
the poor stair dance, the intact becomes 
entertaining with Blue’s entrance. He 
stands out like a mountain on a 
plain and makes everybody else in the 
show appear only so much poorer than 
they probably are. Blue’s standouts are, 
as usual, his Russian dance; ice skating, 
which has everybody taking part at the 
finale, and the 10 Cents a Dance takeoff. 
Martha Ray sings to this while Blue 
Maneuvers another girl. Her appear- 
ances thereafter are brief, and it is just 
as well. Six men and eight girls in all 
in this show. 
Biz was good here.

With Cimarron cutting down the Jeff's 
vaude to three acts, the Academy gives 
the vaude shoppers a better break this 
week with the usual six strong acts. 
The Conquering Horde was the film, with 
business good. 

Varieties Four. two thin and two stout 
boys who harmonize, did nicely in the 
curtain-raising spot. They warble pop 
tunes, interspersed with comedy ges- 
tures. Stout boys’ female impersonating 
bits comprise the bulk of the comedy 
relief. Made a good impression and 
ankled off to a good hand. 

Flapper Freshies (six girls and a boy) 
is a fairly funny skit, but the 17 min- 
utes’ running time is a bandicap. Com- 
edy consists of questions and answers 
between the boy teacher and the girls. 
Gags went over, tho some are old, but 
there is not enough action to break up 
the straight talk. Act needs more pep 
and a few strong specialties. 

Ted Mack and Howard, Fine and 
Howard followed and scored heavily with 
their stoogey hoke. Mack opens with 
some warbling until the stooge trio joins 
him, the quartet going thru a routine 
of mauling and low comedy. Stooges are 
clever and uncorked a series of laugh 
provokers which would have been even 
funnier had they been speeded up. 

Joe Fejer and Continental Night Club 
Revue is a diverting and talented flash. 
Work is divided between the Russian 
Moscow Art Singers and a group of song 
and dance soloists, with Everett and 
Lowry, ballroom dancing team, outstand- 
ing. Specialties are all sock stuff and 
make the act evenly interesting, even 
tho it lacks embellishments and lighting. 

Lee, Lee, Lee and Lee, three dancers 
and a stooge, pranced thru some original 
comedy-dance formations and rang up @ 
show-stop. Trio burlesque simultaneous 
dancing cleverly and with a lot of com- 
edy effects, while the stooge runs on 
and off for short bits. Went over big. 

Jungle Land closed and wert over well. 
Three contortionists, two as cannibals 
and one as an ape, do some remarkable 
limb-bending stunts before a colorful 
forest set. A fire-breathing dragon pro- 
vides a good opening for the short and 
punchy act.

Grand Opera House, N. Y.

A three-quarter house turned out for 
a so-so vaude bill and Bert Lytell’s 
Single Sin, with the mob witnessing 
more sins on the stage than in the film. 
Booker of this house got the Palace craze 
and started the show with a hoofing 
team, but that is as far as the Palace 
angle stretched. Including the first act, 
and from then on, the five-turn layout 
was typical G. O. H. It ran 66 minutes. 

Greenhone and Leslie, sepian males, 
have plenty to learn in dancing and ex- 
perience before they can even hope for 
major vaude booking. They looked 
especially bad opening the bill with 
nothing of any sock proportions in their 
tap routines. 

Ulis and Clark; mixed comedy team, 
need an act. Their material at present 
is so stale they are bound to die before 
a smarter audience. Here they even laugh 
before the punch line is delivered. The 
song and yodel finale of this duo is very 
small timey. 

Montenigro and Dorita were preceded 


by an illustrated trailer telling about 
and depicting their tango dancing in 
Spanish films. In the flesh the couple 
are backed by a five-piece band, ac- 
cordions and drum and a girl singer. 
While the dancing of the couple is okeh, 
the act needs plenty tightening, mount- 
ing and dressing. 

J. Francis Dooley and Company, the 
latter Mildred Benson and Joe Whitfield, 
put on the type of low comedy and danc- 
ing act that is surefire for this spot. 
How much of an act this would be if 
cleaned up is a question. Dooley is 
clever, with Miss Benson the standout 
with her barefoot toe and acrobatic 
dancing and ability as a comedienne. 
Whitfield does eccentric hoofing once 
and fair. 

Thelma de Onzo and Company put on 
a rather novel turn in the closer and 
clicked despite a great many loose in- 
tervals. The act features excellent bal- 
ancing, but entails also dancing, music 
and a high-kick contest among the 
members of the company (two girls, a 
woman and two males).

Cliff Winehill, after doing a few two- 
acts, is venturing out as a single. His 
new act, comedy patter written by Al 
Friend, is a strong one and okeh for the 
intermediates. 

Works in black-face and rattles off 
gags in a loud, clear voice, his delivery 
helping the effectiveness of the chatter. 
Most of the gags sound original and are 
on sure-fire subjects, such as marriage, 
wives and love. Winehill shoots the gags 
across in rapid-fire style, never letting 
down the speed and getting the most 
out of each laugh line. His warbling 
reveals a strong voice and good delivery. 
He opens with Smile, Darn You, Smile, 
and closes with Down on the Mississippi. 

For an encore he offered his impres- 
sion of Jules Bledsoe singing Ole Man 
River. This is a mistake and Winehill 
should stick to pop. tunes, which fit in 
with a comedy single much better than 
Ole Man River. Comedy ditties in the 
place of the three songs he warbles 
would brighten up the act considerably.

Marie Callahan, a short girl who seems 
to be a double for Clara Bow, and Eileen 
Cook, a tall brunet, make an excellent 
combination for comedy purposes. Their 
act is only fairly amusing, but their 
youth and personality go a long way 
toward making their 14 minutes on the 
stage interesting. 

Theme of the skit is refreshing and 
up to date. It concerns two chorus girls 
who unsuccessfully tried to crash the 
talkies and are now walking back from 
Hollywood. This situation sets the scene 
for a lot of crossfire about the tough 
life of a movie extra and scheming di- 
rectors who fondle the poor gals. Girls 
quarrel and squeeze some extra laughs 
by spilling their traveling bags and mes- 
sing up each other's belongings. 

Some warbling about the poor girls of 
Hollywood and a few tap dances are used 
to break up the dialog and perk up the 
act. Singing and dancing are okeh, but 
the crossfire is not evenly funny and 
the act drags in spots. Dialog should 
be cut down and the weak slap-stick bits 
eliminated to give the act more speed 
and a more consistent run of laughs. 

The act’s brightest point is its nerve. 
Girls manage the catch the hard-boijed, 
cynical yet ever hopeful spirit of chorus 
girls who have gotten a bad break.

Rassana is a girl aerialist whose work 
is undoubtedly going to cause many to 
say that it.is patterned after that done 
by the late Lillian Leitzel. She does 
give a display of arm strength by revolv- 
ing her body in the air while suspended 
by one arm. She is built about the 
same as was the queen of the air. 

This girl does a fair aerial novelty, 
which is marred somewhat because of 
the slow opening. She coes a mild toe- 
dancing routine and swings into a spiel 
tinged with dialect about “going on the 
air.” Her aerial stunting is first given 
over to the trapeze. She works slowly 
on the bar to play up her arm strength. 
Finish stunt consists of one-arm planges.

While it is contrary to The Billboard’s 
vaude policy to review an m. c. under 
New Acts (the reason for this being that 
an introducer can’t possibly work the 
same on every bill), Wynn comes in for 
one because he functions literally as 
a master of ceremonies and not as the 
term has come to be known: an intro- 
ducer of acts. Whether Doaks and 
Bloaks or Tripp and Pipp are the next 
act, the bespectacled Mr. Wynn does his 
little entr’acte bit and allows the stage 
cards to speak for themselves. Which 
means that what Wynn did at the Pal- 
ace can be duplicated in proportion in 
other houses that are in a position to

Wynn has not been at the Palace in 
18 years. More specifically, since its 
opening bill.

Case against Manager Edward Rowland 
was dismissed when Sumner failed to 
prove that Rowland was responsible for 
the content of the show.

basis for complaints that were heard 
often in the past that it publicized its 
deluxers in such a manner as to give the 
impression that such-and-such a pic- 
ture is playing with an all-star cast and 
if one cares he might also get a glimpse 
of a stage show. Under the promotion 
plan reliably reported to be worked out 
by Doob and Allen, matter on stage 
shows will be prominently displayed on 
marquees, in lobbies, on the walls of 
theaters and thru commercial tieups on 
the outside. 

The manuals that have been prepared 
for several seasons on the de luxe shows 
will continue to be sent out to managers 
but the booklets produced on future 
units will cover more ground and will 
be larger in content. 

New-prccess one-sheets have been pre- 
pared. These make it possible to use a 
type of sheet similar to those gotten out 
on films. Every personality in the shows, 
excluding the individual Chester Hale 
girls, will be billed an@ their photos 
carried on these. Burgees (miniature, 
imprinted banners) will be hung from 
marquees and will convey a “flesh” mes- 
sage only. When big “names” are car- 
ried by units these will be painted on 
giant wall banners. If a unit lacks draw 
“names” its tithe will be used on the 
banners. Colored enlargements, meas- 
uring from 20 to 40 inches, will be used 
of “name” acts in the units. 

While RKO is making a big fuss about 
its use of exploitation stills for outside 
tigups Loew has been doing this for 
some time. Under the new plan of promot- 
ing picture-house “flesh,” however, more 
attention will be given to this phase of 
exploitation. Tieups have already been 
made with a number of national com- 
mercial organizations with branches or 
dealers in towns covered by the Loew 
presentation route. 

As soon as the plan is well under way 
Doob’s office will concern itself with 
working out outdoor stunts for the 
units. Not known yet whether any men 
will be sent out from the home office 
to handle these or if this detail is to 
be left to the house managers and local 
press agents. 


Loew’s de luxe time runs in the follow- 
ing order: Capitol, New York; Para- 
dise, Bronx: Valencia, Jamaica: Loew's, 
Jersey City; Washington, Baltimore, 
Pittsburgh, Columbus, Cleveland, Buf- 
falo, Rochester and Syracuse.

But 42d street boss will 
release details of new cir- 
cuit this week 


NEW YORK, May 9.—In his 
secluded sanctum sanctorum atop 
the Republic Billy Minsky is not 
stirred by the same Muse that 
pays clandestine visits to Izzy 
Herk at 723 Seventh avenue. 
Which might or might not ex- 
plain why the burlesque baron of 
42d street failed to say anything 
about “status quo” when dis- 
turbed from his labor of thinking up 
“Ada Onion” and “Tillie Pipick” show 
titles by The Billboard’s inquiring re- 
porter. Not in exactly those words, but 
expressing himself substantially the 
same, Minsky denied that everything is 
status quo. 

There will be nothing to tell, accord- 
ing to Minsky, until next Tuesday and 
then the waiting world will hear the 
details of a new major burlesque wheel 
which will be formed next season by Herr 
Herk. the more outspoken Minsky and 
his sidekick, Joe Weinstock. There are 
others involved in yet-to-be-born wheel, 
which is in for a long summer of labor 
pains, but these features of the project 
might be revealed when the lid is taken 
off Tuesday or thereabouts. Minsky can’t 
be expected to shape up his activities in 
accordance with Billboard deadlines so 
the waiting world will have to wait a 
little longer to get the big news. 

Meanwhile, for the benefit of those 
who want everything explained even 
when the time is not ripe for explain- 
ing, Minsky had made it known that re- 
ports cicculated to the effect that the 
show producing of the wheel will be 
handled by him and Weinstock with 
Herk concentrating on routing and 
operating negotiations are untrue. 

Herk is said to be the slightest bit 
burned up at The Billboard for alluding 
to him as a classicist. On the other 
hand, we learn from reliable sources 
that Izzy is a good fellow after all and 
that he is willing to forget about the 
indubitable insult. Which should make 
everything status quo.

Stock Review 


People’s, New York 


(Reviewed Monday Evening, May 4) 


Flanked by Bowery flophouses, old Peo- 
ple’s doesn't take the hint. It is fooling 
them all, particularly the wise birds who 
were quite sure when Levy & Feinberg 
launched stock here about 20 weeks ago 
that it wouldn't last more than five 
weeks. Even Levy & Feinberg lasted 
longer than that and finally departed 
unceremoniously, with Rudy Kahn, the 
house manager, stagehands and pef- 
formers holding the bag. With the pro- 
moters out of the picture Kahn and 
the others didn’t give up. The four stage- 
hands came forward with backing and 
stock was saved for the Bowery. Since 
then People’s has been going along on @ 
deadringer for a co-op. basis, the backers 
drawing just enough to cover bare ex- 
penses, and principals and chorus work- 
ing on a low scale. But getting their 
salaries each and every week. 


People’s started as a 10-20-30 proposi- 
tion, but several weeks ago Kahn cut 
out the 10-cent trade on the assumption 
that it drew odoriferous Bowery derelicts 
looking for a fairly comfortable place 
to doze off between handouts. Now the 
scale is 20, 30 and 50, with the high 
end calling for reserved seats and selling 
even better than the cheaper sections. 
House draws fairly well from among the 
native Bowery element and an attempt 
is being made to attract sight-seeing 
trade. People’s became a natura! for the 
slummers a couple weeks ago when one 
of its girl principals was strangled by 
her demented sweetie. Story made the 
front pages of the tabloids and for sev- 
eral days thereafter stick and cat parties 
(men and women dressed formal) filled 
the better seats. 


Walter Budd is the producing straight 
and with a comedy staff composed of 
Smoky Burns, hobo; Abe Gore, Hebe, and 
Murray (Looney) Lewis, eccentric, he i# 
doing as well as could be expected with 
the money they allow here for dressing 
up shows. Bill caught was speedy and 
evenly funny. Gore and Burns are not 
hampered by the necessity of following 
scripts. Their scenes are triumphs of 
ad libbing, and Cookie Lee, one of the 
strippers, is a swell talking woman for 
them. Scenery is confined to about 
three flat drops and a cyc. Short on 
props., too. But a facile burly comic 
can talk props. and get results. Which 
Gore and Burns do here. Lewis is @ 
young fellow employed in this bill as a 
character man and stooge. This engage- 
ment at People’s is his first professional 
break, we have been told, and he looks 
like a comer. To give an idea of how far 
the co-op. business goes here, Lewis pro- 
vides pastel lobby portraits You 
couldn’t use them at the Palace, but 
they show how performers can pitch in 
when they know that a job hangs on 
their combined efforts. 


Vera Franklin is another of the soubs 
who makes herself valuable. Vera is a 
stripper and owns a great pair of blues 
pipes. She does plenty of both. Elaine 
Cullerton, chubby and blond, is the 
standout stripping women, but falls 
down on warbles. They don't want to 
hear her sing down here. Out of the 
tolerable line of 12 (one being out of 
this show thru illness) two misses are 
picked for specialties. Beulah Stevens 
does a warble in male attire. She has 
a corking delivery. Chubby and of an 
ingratiating personality, Mary Robbins 
does a song and dance and no stripping. 


Show is clean as burly layouts go. Far 
cleaner in every way than shows we 
have caught in better neighborhoods, 
Even milder from the strip angle. They 
are trying to keep Open here all summer, 
Odds are piled against them unless they 
succeed in making the ancient house a 
magnet for slummers.

To Meet Movie Competition 


New theater to open August 25 with “Vanities”—can 
gross $75,000 weekly with 12,000 matinee seats—Sun- 
day evening entertainments planned—three shows a year 


NEW YORK. May 11.—When Earl Carroll opens his new thea- 
ter on Seventh avenue August 25 with “Vanities,” he will go to bat 
against movie stage presentations with most effective weapon yet 


employed by a legitimate producer. 


Idea is to offer “Vanities” at 


$2 top matinees on Tuesdays, Wednesdays, Thursdays and Satur- 


days, in addition to already an- 
nounced $3 evening tops. This 
will allow producer to gross 
$75,000 per week and work off his 


nut before revue’s popularity 
fades. Carroll plans on utilizing house 
every possible moment and is even work- 
ing on some type of unusual presenta- 
tion for Sunday evenings. Three in- 
dividual shows will be created in house 
each year, Vanities, Sketch Book and Per- 
sonalities. Should any one of these last 
longer than its allotted four months, 
show will be transferred to another 
house. 

New matinee plan will provide 12,000 
seats each week at 50 cents to $2 top. 
Carroll, according to a statement made 
to The Billboard this week by Charles 
Bochert, his general press representative, 
believes that days of $6.60 top are gone 
and also that musical shows are slated 
for shorter runs on Broadway than ever 
befcre, and therefore must work off their 
nut in shorter time by grossing some- 
where around $75,000 per week. Carroll 
has had new idea in mind for some 
time and in executing it he is merely 
carrying out conclusions reached after 
seven years’ observation of the Broadway 
scene. 


Four matinees per week is a special 
innovation for Carroll, as not once dur- 
ing his seven years as a Broadway en- 
trepreneur has he offered more than two 
matinees a week. When matinees were 
necessary on holidays it has always been 
Carroll’s policy to cancel his regular 
matinee rather than offer a third one. 


New Vanities wil] differ from previous 
editions in that Carroll has always 
starred three artists, while new revue 
will star three or four and feature five 
or six additional entertainers. Chorus 
girls w.ll be paid a minimum salary of 
$100 per week. Work on new house is 
being rushed and formal opening will 
take plece with Vanities on August 25. 


Mrs. Leblang To Direct 
Cut-Rate Ticket Business 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Mrs. Tillie 
Leblang, widow of late Joseph Leblang, 
cut-rate ticket broker, announced this 
week that she will take her husband’s 
place as active head of Public Service 
Ticket Office, Central Ticket Office and 
the various real estate enterprises which 
Leblang presided over until his death 
April 17. 

“Matty” Zimmerman will continue as 
general manager of the enterprises, and 
Hugh Leblang and Joseph Keith will 
continue their association with the busi- 
ness.

Squabble Over ‘Betty’ Bond 
Goodhue Wails of Change 


NEW YORK, May 9.—For first time in 
Equity history the impassioned yelps of 
an author screaming over his wounded 
play have caused quibbling and what 
not about bond posted to pay actors in 
said play. Author is question is Willis 
Maxwell Goodhue, and play is his Betty, 
Be Careful, which opened Monday night 
at the Liberty and which closes tonight. 


Just .before the opening Goodhue 
mailed to all dramatic critics a heartfelt 
yowl, stating that the play which Pro- 
ducer Bacon was putting on was not the 
play he had written. Show drew uni- 
versal roasting from critical contingent, 
and the Aetna Casualty and Surety Com- 
pany, which had posted bond, notified 
Equity that the play which it had 
bonded wasn’t play which was put on 
and therefore bond didn’t hold. 


Probable reason for Aetna stand is 
fact Goodhue arranged and put up col- 
lateral for bond. Bond, however, was 


underwritten to protect actors and not 
to cover any specific play. 


Question will only come up for de- 
cision if Bacon fails to pay salaries and 
bond has to be drawn on. But, since 
show closes tonight after only one week 
of bad business and since Bacon is re- 
sponsible under Equity ruling for two 
weeks’ salaries, it is probable that the 
question will arise. 

Equity will make the usual demands 
on the bond, and if Aetna fails to come 
thru will institute suit. It all depends 
on whether Aetna thinks amount of 
bond (which is small) is worth quibbling 
over. According to telephone conversa- 
tion, in which it notified Equity of 
its stand, however, the attitude seemed 
to be that it’d resist claims if it could 
be shown that the play presented was 
a different one from that covered by 
bond. 

The changes in his play over which 
Goodhue raised such wails are mainly 
in dialog and were made, according to 
reports, because of obscenity and the 
fact that Bacon was afraid production 
would be padlocked by gendarmes. 


Du Roy Sues 
For $100,000 


Claims loss on Equity’s clos- 
ing of “Right of Happi- 
ness’—alleges waivers 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Robert 
Du Roy, whose floppo called 
“Right of Happiness” was closed 
by Equity April 11 after failure 
of management to pay cast, is 
suing Equity for 100 grand dam- 
ages, claimed as loss because of 
premature closing. Du _ Roy 
claims that cast had signed 
waivers, and that Equity there- 
fore had no right to force folding. Du 
Roy, who acted in show besides produc- 
ing it, and who also authored it under 
somewhat unusual name of Roy Daavid- 
son, has been Equity member himself, 
and should know better. He claims that 
cast had agreed to keep going during 
week following forced closing, but both 
Equity and members of cast say no. Ir- 
respective of general waivers claimed to 
have been signed, Equity asked Du Roy 
to pay salary of single actor. No salary 
was forthcoming and show was stopped. 

Du Roy, thru his attorney, has brought 
suit in Supreme Court, and Equity has 
just been served. It has 20 days in which 
to answer, and will deny many Du Roy 
allegations. Whether it will introduce 
motion to dismiss has not as yet been 
decided. 

How Du Roy sets losses on closing at 
100 grand is something of a problem. 
Show drew devastating critical pans, and 
biz was almost nonexistent during brief 
run. Equity probably saved him money 
by forcing him to close,

No one could have 
gotten the same effect without a grand 
sense of humor.

Andreyev’s Devil in the Mind, which 
the Leo Bulgakov Theater Associates 
have brought to the Fulton Theater, 
provides no happy evening for the 
flowers that bloom in the spring, but for 
the theatergoer interested in the some- 
what diabolical and decidedly unclarified 
mental quirps beloved of the Russians, 
worked out as Andreyev and—some say 
fortunately—no one else can work them 
out, the drama on 46th street should 
prove a stirring adventure. 

As presented, directed and acted by 
Leo Bulgakov it is a rather murky pro- 
duction, heavy and cerebral, but it is 
intensely exciting—at least to those 
drama addicts who can forget the spring- 
tide long enough to pass an evening with 
Moscovy’s playwriting psychiatrists. First 
act is about as diabolical a mental ad- 
venture as has come to the stage this 
season. Second act slows down consider- 
ably, being merely a discussion as to the 
madness or sanity of the central char- 
acter. But the unsolved mystery it pre- 
sents has the advantage of being at least 
@ mystery.

who claims that mind is all. He has 
been jilted six years before by the dame 
who is now married to his boyhood 
friend, and as a result he hates them 
both with a consuming but purely cere- 
bral hatred. In demoniac guise, he tells 
the wife that it would be a good joke if 
he told her that he was going to mur- 
der her husband. She'd be bound to 
think he was fooling, but there’d be 
enough of a doubt to worry her. Also, 
if he pretended to be insane when the 
deed was carried out, and later pretended 
to be cured, there’d be no way of punishb- 
ing him for it. And if the wife told the 
story to friends they’d merely laugh at 
her, knowing that Kerjen must merely 
be joking to speak of murdering his 
friend. And the doctor departs, leaving 
behind him one of the most diabolically 
cruel of Andreyev’s cruel inventions. 

He does, of course, murder his friend, 
and the second and last act shows him 
in the asylum, not knowing whether he 
is sane or insane. For, even granting 
that he had carefully planned the deed, 
isn’t there something of insanity in such 
a plan? And the eternal doubts as to 
his own border-line sanity finally 
make of him a frankly raving maniac. 

Not especially pleasant material, this, 
to contrast with the flowers that bloom 
on Sixth avenue or the young man’s 
fancy lightly turning to thoughts of 
Billy Minsky’s babes, but in the highly 
effective hands of Bulgakov and his 
associates it is profoundly moving drama 
—drama of the mind rather than the 
actions. In the original Moscow pres- 
entation the opus was called Thought, 
which is a perfectly fitting title any way 
you want to take it. It is true that the 
second act is a discussion rather than an 
act, and that the horrible situation of 
the first stanza is never worked out as 
it might have been in intensely effective 
hoke terms, but none the less the show 
is mentally most exciting. 

Bulgakov, as the sanely or insanely 
sane doctor, shows plenty of traces of 
his European training. There may be 
too much emotionalism for our sophis- 
ticated New Yorkers, but it’s effective. 
His wife, Barbara Bulgakova, as the wife 
of the murdered man, is easily sufficient. 
Bruce Elmore, as the husband, never 
quite gets under the skin of the wracked 
and brain-tossed writer that he is 
supposed to be. 

Ian Wolfe is splendidly cast as the 
chief of the psychiatrists, and Curtis 
Arnoll and Mary Holsman contribute 
excellently played bits. 

Settings by Syrjala are heavily effec- 
tive in the modern manner. 

That the play has an audience some- 
where in the city is certain. But that 
that audience will rally round to it be- 
fore it folds and dies is an entirely 
different question. EUGENE BURR.

For the benefit of those who believe 
that a reviewer should not keep his 
readers waiting for a verdict, this re- 
porter hastens to inform all interested 
persons that Betty, Be Careful, is a 
pretty dull affair. It belongs to that 
group of plays which reach Broadway 
production for apparently no good reason 
at all, and unless you are one of those 
who can laugh at the mention of “I've 
got to have a baby” you'll probably be 
even more severe with the play than 
your reviewer. 

In a letter sent out to critics the 
credited author stated that so many 
major changes had been made during

ful, that he no longer recognized his 
original script and that he refused to 
allow much of the dialog to be credited 
to him. There is no way of telling what 
the original script looked like (unless 
one cares to get in touch with Mr. Good- 
hue), but there is a tendency for this 
reviewer to sympathize with the author. 
Original must have been better than 
what is being offered at the Liberty. 

What there is of u story concerns 
itself with one of tnose middle-class 
families, with a mother who reads noth- 
ing but the social register and father 
who wants his two daughters to marry 
for love. One daughter is normal and 
the other is, according to a biological 
institute, 98 per cent physically. The 
near-perfect one decides to marry her 
Sister’s lover because he is 95 per cent 
and they can give birth to a race of 
supermen. Normal) sister spoils the plan 
by arranging a meeting between her boss 
and sister. Love then comes to Miss 
98 Per Cent. 

Margaret Mullen, as Miss 98 Per Cent, 
wears spectacles and walks mannishly in 
such a way as to make her feel right 
at home at some bug camp. Mary 
Murray, her sister, who knows what 
marriage means and also how to hold 
her man, creates as good a character as 
the script allowed. Alan Goode is an 
acceptable young man from Paducah, 
Ky. Frederic Tozere is the same from 
Argentine. Carolyne McLean and Ed- 
mund Elton are what usually pass for 
mothers and fathers in farce-comedies. 
Edgar Nelson gets off what few witti- 
cisms the play contains, and Helene 
Dumas suffices as a blonde in search of 
a Park avenue apartment. 


Staging was done by Earle Boothe, and, 
altho he had little to work with, even 
that little lacks the pace necessary for 
successful farce. Settings were un- 
credited, which was just as well. 

Betty won't have to be careful long.

Lew Leslie’s Rhapsody in Black is 
Blackbirds gone high-hat and self-con- 
scious. Before a black cyc. and a sort 
of sublimated jury box containing Pike 
Davis’ Continental Orchestra, the fea- 
tured principals and Ethe) Waters, who 
was starred, sang and danced and pre-

sented a sort of jazz concert, in which 
the only spoken parts were the recitativi 
of Miss Waters’ songs. Your scribe has 
no objection whatsoever to concerts or 
recitals, even when he hears them in a 
legit theater instead of Carnegie Hal! 
But when he does go to a concert he 
doesn’t go to hear jazz. 

This reporter, however, has a mania 
for Negro revues. Sense of rhythm and 
all the rest in which the colored folk 
surpass the best of possible white cast 
send him to the edge of his seat and 
almost out into the aisle. But the 
strength of the colored reviews is their 
return to the native. Lew Leslie turned 
his back on the native entirely and pre- 
sented everything from a Cuban dance 
to a Jewish religious chant. 

Jazz as jazz is great, especially when 
presented as Negroes will present it when 
given something of a free hand. And 
music of the concert halls is something 
else again. Rhapsody in Black, all the 
way thru, seemed to be conditioned by 
the illegitimate offspring of the two, 
represented by such tripe as Gershwin’s 
Rhapsody in Blue. Producers had Rhap- 
sody in Blue on the brain. They slowed 
most of the numbers to its pseudo-jazz, 
pseudo-classical style, and the result was 
that they wasted the makings of a 
grand show. 

Except for one or two numbers there 
was no pep, no abandon—no nativity. 
Even Cecil Mack’s magnificent choir, 
which might have sung a series of 
Spirituals like nobody's business, was 
held for the most part to alien or manu- 
factured numbers. And Valaida featured 
her evening by singing The Three 
Guitars in Russian. 

Ethel Waters, a dark Ruth Draper, who 
is every b.t as good as the original, was 
her usual self. She did, tho, seem a 
bit hoarse, but it was no wonder. As a 
brief glance at the program will tell, she 
was used and used and used. For that 
matter, with no chorus or anything else 
to relieve them, all of the principals 
worked plenty for their dough. 

Valaida directed the band, danced, sang 
and played the piano and the trumpet 
A bit more specialization in any one of 
the fields might have helped. The Berry 
Brothers, Blue MedAllister and Eddie 
Rector could have been great if they 
hadn't been tied down by the general 
makeup of the opus and a lack of ma- 
terial handed them. The Berry Brothers, 
especially, could have been used more. 
If they’d been used in every number it 
wouldn't have harmed; in fact, it might 
have helped a great deal. 

Negro reviews should be native, pul- 
sating, wicked things, making use of the 
special material with which they have to 
work. Rhapsody in Black turned its 
back on all the special material and 
aimed at sophistication. It may have 
succeeded, but it seems a pity that the 
raw stuff of such a fine Blackbirds 
should go to waste.

Harold Sherman has fashioned a light, 
breezy and thoroly entertaining little 
comedy in Her $upporting Cast, and with 
the right scale of prices it should prove 
more than an ordinary success. But it 
seems there’s an old tradition among 
Broadway producers which says they 
must charge $3 or more for an orchestra 
seat no matter what type of show they 
offer. This one could easily go for $1.50 
or $2 top and still bring in a fair return. 
There is but one set, four actors, and 
at this season there are plenty of thea- 
ters. So there’s no big expense hanging 
over Philip Gerton’s head. Point is that 
this show is good at three-buck top, but 
is an ideal two-buck show. It would 
garner in plenty of business if scaled 
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differently, and as it is the odds are 
it’ll fold quickly. 

Sherman’s story concerns an  ex- 
chorine who knows enough about men 
to have three supporting her in a more 
than ordinarily nice apartment. Each 
one thinks that he is her one and only, 
and she chisels them pienty. First is a 
young artist, sincere and innocent Is his 
affection; second, a Wall Street broker 
whose wife fails to understand him; 
third, a champion pugilist. She babies 
them all along and keeps them apart 
by having a supposed aunt from Boston 
visit her until she finally tires of it all 
and tells each one she will meet him at 
9 o'clock the same night. When they 
arrive at the apartment they are sure 
there must be three girls, but when Miss 
Chisler comes in their hopes fade along 
with their illusions. She tells them 
she’s washed up, and just then the tele- 
phone rings. It’s her aunt from Boston, 
says she, and she’s off and the curtain’s 
down. A surprise ending would have 
helped a lot and shouldn’t have been 
too hard for Sherman, who provided 
plenty of good laughs thruout the play. 

Gerton has provided a most competent 
cast. Mildred McCoy is the wise little 
miss who pleases three different types 
of men. She is on the stage almost 
every moment of the time, but with her 
acting, gowns and what not there’s no 
objection to that. Otto Hulett, as the 
young artist whose love is the purer 
kind, is excellent. Jack Hartley is a 
most convincing prize fighter, and, with 
the best lines in the play, he is no small 
part of the show’s success. After the 
artist has painted the girl’s picture and 
it is on display the pug. comes in and 
asks who the swell-looking dame is. He 
can't remember having ever seen her, and 
Miss McCoy lets him go on thinking it’s 
a portrait of a girl friend of hers. Best 
acting is done by Dodson Mitchel) as 
Wall Street broker, who goes only by 
name of Darling. 

Setting by Yellenti is ni¢ely done. 
Russell Medcraft did perfect job of 
directing, giving play just the right pace 
and necessary touches. 

Her Supporting Cast is a grand little 
show for spring evenings, but there 
would be more customers at the box 
office if prices were scaled lower.

The important thing is not that 
Milton Aborn, who is presenting The 
Mikado for two weeks as the first of a 
series of Gilbert and Sullivan revivals, 
is reviving the Savoyards well, but that 
he’s reviving them at all. To a city 
that’s gone practically Gilbertless and 
Sulllivanless since Winthrop Ames quit 
producing his splendid versions, the 
Aborn series is nothing short of a god- 
send. A permanent company for such 
things is what is really needed, and the 
Civic Light Opera efforts are a step in 
the right direction. That a permancnt 
company would have more than a chance 
of popular success is shown by the huge 
attendance that Aborn has been getting 
at his wisely chosen two-buck top. 

The important thing, as remarked be- 
fore, is that he is reviving the Savoy 
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Operas at all; but that doesn’t mean 
that he isn’t reviving them well. He is. 
In the setting of the Erlangers’ grand 
name theater—a perfect setting for Gil- 
bert and Sullivan rep.—Aborn’s com- 
pany is doing a splendid job and, inci- 
dentally, drawing in the customers like 
nobody’s business—except, of course, 
Aborn’s. 


There’s no comparing his Mikado pro- 
duction to the presentations of Ames or 
of the D’Oyley Carte company, but 
there’s no need to. The Civic show is 
frankly repertory, and as such it’s about 
as good repertory as anyone could want. 
And especially at the prices that are 
being charged. If one misses Ernest 
Lawford’s little list that used to stretch 
half across the Booth stage, and if va- 
rious other things are lacking, there’s 
always the thought that the Aborn out- 
fit is working on a two-week basis, and 
that they’re giving the customers more 
than they could expect for their money. 
The customers think so, too, judging 
from the applause. 


Production started off in the right 
direction from the start. By means of 
a silhouette affair that was nicely effec- 
tive it made chatty patrons pay atten- 
tion even to the overture, which is 
always worth paying attention to in a 
Gilbert and Sullivan show. And the 
opening numbers, with a group of can- 
nily chosen gentlemen of Japan acting 
out the words of Nanki-Poo’s wandering 
minstrel song, were like nothing seen 
hereabouts since the march of the peers 
in Winthrop Ames’ Jolanthe. 


Thereafter things slowed down a bit, 
and there were the inadvertences that 
might be expected in a frankly stock 
production, but at no time did things 
get really bad, and sometimes they rose 
about as high as they could possibly 
reach. 


Cast was splendid, with the single 
exception of Frank Moulan, whose addi- 
tions and emendations to the Gilbert 
text in the part of Ko-Ko might con- 
servatively be called unfortunate. Mou- 
lan, no matter how hard he tries, isn’t 
as witty as Gilbert—even tho he seems 
to think so. And his gagging can only 
give rise to a similar phenomenon in the 
customers. His low burlesque totally 
failed to get into the Gilbert and Sulli- 
van spirit, and the whole business 
seemed to be merely an attempt to push 
Frank Moulan instead of to act Ko-Ko. 


More than making up for the defects 
of the Lord High Executioner, , however, 
was the picking of little Hizi Koyke to 
sing Yum-Yum, for which Aborn de- 
serves the blessings of all and sundry. 
The tiny Jap prima donna is a Joy to 
the eye and a constant delight on the 
stage. 

Howard Marsh, thrown out of his 
usual romantic posturing, was an agile 
and well-voiced Nanki-Poo. Two hang- 
overs from the Ames company, William 
C. Gordon and Vera Marsh, were perfect 
as Pish-Tush and Katisha, respectively. 
Herbert Watrous was easily the most 
pompous Pooh-Bah that human mind 
could imagine. And best of the lot, and 
by far the most Gilbertianly coo-coo, 
was William Danforth in the title role. 
Male chorus has been mentioned before, 
and the girls of the ensemble not only 
sang well, but were extremely pretty. 
Taken all in all, the cast was grand. 


The sets were the veriest backdrops, 
but who cares for sets when a fine cast 
is singing The Mikado? 


There were only two real drawbacks 
to the Aborn production. One was a 
tendency toward slurred diction, but the 
Gilbert lyrics (which are just as im- 
portant as the Sullivan musjc) must 
come hard to musical comedy tongues, 
and the company will probably be a lot 
better in that way in the future pro- 
ductions. And the other drawback was 
Frank Moulan. Perhaps Aborn, like the 
Mikado, can think of something linger- 
ing to fix that up. 


But Aborn’s giving more than your 
money’s worth—plenty more. Pinafore 
is due to come on in two weeks, and 
your scribe’s waiting for it with huge 
anticipation.

the organization still feel as they 
have always felt, that something 
should be done. Signal victory 
was won a few months ago by 
Equity in Otto Kruger case, 
wherein Washington allowed certain de- 
ductions in actors’ incomes, but such 
deductions aren't nearly enough. Actors, 
say exponents of change, may earn huge- 
ly in one year, have to pay an enormous 
tax and surtax, and in the next three or 
four years earn practically nothing. 

Such division is highly unfair, failing 
as it does to take account of income over 
any period exceeding single year under 
consideration. Plan most favored is one 
whereby actors’ incomes would be taxed 
on a three-year basis. 

Frank Gillmore, president of Equity, 
told The Billboard that the present 
system works unfairly in other profes- 
sions as well as acting. Authors are a 
good example; not only those writing for 
the stage, but writers of all sorts. If in 
one year a writer produces a best seller 
or a dramatic hit, he is taxed propor- 
tionately, even tho he may not produce 
another in the next half decade. 

Altho realizing the difficulties of 
changing any existing taxation statute, 
Gillmore expressed hope that special pro- 
fessional consideration would eventually 
be forthcoming. Such a move had been 
put into effect in England, he said.

“Indiscreet” 

(UNITED ARTISTS)

A delightful bit of nonsense, with a 
thread of the dramatic, marvelously con- 
structed, excellently played and a happy 
medium between Miss Swanson’s first 
two talking vehicles, The Trespasser and 
What a Widow, the first of which was 
heavy drama and the second so siap- 
sticky that it was sorely tedious. 


DeSylva, Brown and Henderson wrote 
and produced the picture, which is pre- 
sented by Joseph M. Schenck, and they 
have shown excellent taste and sense of 
continuity in constructing the vehicle. 
Those who like La Swanson in more 
serious things and those who like hei 
best in comedy will find some of both 
branches of these histrionics in this 
production. While there is slapstick, 
plenty of it, it has been so deftly han- 
died that it proves that slapstick well 
done can hold its own—that is when not 
the whole film is devoted to it as it 
was in What a Widow. 


Here we have Swanson harking back 
to scenes that are reminiscent of her 
Sennett days. But these scenes border 
upon hilarity, particularly those of the 
ice-cream cone and the one in which 
she has to feign a tiny bit of insanity 
that is supposed to run in her family. 
If you have never recognized Swanson’s 
ability as a comedienne her handling of 
this situation will make it a self-evident 
fact. 


Picture runs more than an hour and 
a half and holds the interest from start 
to finish. Leo McCarey has done a fin- 
ished piece of direction, and the support- 
ing cast is par excellence. Ben Lyon has 
never been better; Arthur Lake is de- 
lightful. Maude Eburne, in the role of 
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the aunt, is superb, and Barbara Kent, 
much thinner and looking much 
younger, bids fair to bid for new honors 
among the screen ingenues for the pres- 
ent year. Monroe Owsley also is excel- 
lent in the role of the heavy. DeSylva, 
Brown and Henderson knew their stuff 
in handling this story. There is noth- 
ing particularly original about it, but it 
has been so meticulously constructed, 
with every piece of business so neatly 
planted that it takes on far greater value 
than it really has. 

Story tells of Jerry Trent, a stunning 
girl, who is the ex-mistress of a wealthy 
man about town. She breaks with him 
and immediately thereafter falls in love 
with a young author played by Ben 
Lyon. When she realizes that love has 
really come into her life she is unde- 
cided whether to tell the author ‘of her 
past or let it go at what a man does 
not know will not hurt him. Jerry has 
a younger sister, for whom Jerry has 
practically given up her life. She has 
been studying abroad and has met the 
former gentleman friend of sister, not 
knowing, of course, how intimate they 
had been. They become engaged and 
from then on it’s Swanson’s work to 
break up the match. How this is done 
is deliciously pictured and dialoged) A 
kid sweetheart of the sister, Arthur 
Lake, ‘ells the engaged youth’s father 
that there is a teeny bit of insanity in 
the Trent family. When Swanson learns 
of this it gives her the idea to act up 
to it and how she does it at an al fresco 
luncheon at the rich man’s country 
estate is something to revel in. Of 
course, she breaks up the match, but in 
s0 doing places hersc)f in a compromis- 
ing position in the eyes of the author. 
But everything ends happily and with a 
laugh. 

Swanson wears some stunning gowns, 
sings a couple of numbers, one of which 
has direct bearing on the story and 
forms the nucleus of the ebief situation, 
and all of it good to advantage. A pic- 
ture that any audience will like.

Martin Flavin’s Broken Dishes, which 
had a fairly successful run on Broadway 
two seasons ago, comes to the screen 
under the above title, with Loretta 
Young, Grant Withers, O. P. Heggie, 
Emma Dunn and Richard Tucker in the 
leading roles. 

Play had an idea and could have been 
brought to the screen with more verve 
had the cast been better selected. O. P. 
Heggie, one of the stage’s and screen’s 
finest character actors, has the role of 
the tyrannized husband, but, it is sad 
to relate, makes the character terribly 
unreal thru overacting and a too slow- 
paced tempo thruout. Heggie is thoroly 
miscast in this role. Emma Dunn, also 
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an excellent player, is prone to a little 
too much severity in the delivery of lines 
and makes the old harridan so severe 
that one cannot understand the patience 
and long suffering of her husband. 
Overacting of these two, which is the 
first time they have displayed such a 
fault, may be due to direction, which 
was handled by Mervyn Le Roy. Loretta 
Young and Grant Withers, in the juve- 
nile roles, are quite acceptable. 

Story tells of a husband, the father 
of three grown daughters, who is held 
under the thumb of his shrewish wife. 
She nags constantly and is always throw- 
ing up to him the good catch she could 
have had in one Chester Armstrong—a 
character that the rest of the family be- 
lieve is fictitious, as none of them have 
ever seen him. Younger daughter is 
loved by a grocery clerk and the mother 
Opposes the match, but one night while 
wifey goes to the movies hubby gets 
drunk on cider at a lodge meeting and 
gives his consent to their marriage. 
They are married at home just as the 
mother returns from the theater. As 
she starts to denounce the old man 
Chester Armstrong arrives. He is made 
a guest in their home and mother 
spruces up for her lover of her girlhood, 
whom she turned down for the ne’er-do- 
well man she married. But just as she 
is about to try to go coquettish again 
the police arrive looking for Armstrong, 
who is a swindler and has served time 
in prison. This brings ma to her senses 
and also gives dad an opportunity to 
lord it over his hgusehold for the first 
time. 

Picture as a whole will make fairly 
good entertainment for those who like 
homely comedies of domestic life.

Vina Delmar is the author of this one 
and it is rather tame material for the 
girl who has been able to bring the sins 
of modern youth to the printed line in 
a rather startling manner. However, 
this proves amusing entertainment, and, 
while slightly reminiscent of some of the 
two-reel comedies dealing with privates 
and their superior officers, it has its 
laugh moments. ~ 

Ben Lyon has the leading male role 
and once again acquits himself admir- 
ably. Harry Langdon, the lad who tried 
to have his own way too much in his 
own productions, has the second lead 
and proves he is ready for a real come- 
back. Langdon once again gets that 
wistfulness into his work that made him 
a screen favorite in the silent days. Role 
of the dumb “Tim” is cut to his meas- 
ure. Lotti Loder, a foreign importation, 
has the leading feminine role and is a 
pretty miss, with just enough of the 
German accent in the voice to make it 
intriguing and yet thoroly intelligible. 
Noah Beery is good as a bulldozing cap- 
tain, while Jean Hersholt, Fred Kohler, 
Lee Moran and Marie Astaire appear in 
minor roles. Michael Curtiz has done a 
fairly nice job with the direction. 

Story tells of Lyon as a young gambler, 
who is suspected of cheating at cards by 
a gang of roughnecks. One of them, 
Fred Kohler, follows him to the apart- 
ment of a girl of whom Kohler is 
jealous. Here a fight ensues and Kohler 
is knocked over a balcony, falling sev- 
eral floors. Lyon believes he has killed 
him, and in order to escape the rough- 
neck’s henchmen. joins the army for 
service in France. 

Story then shifts to the end of the 
war, with Lyon and his pal, Langdon, 
getting into all sorts Of mixups with the 
company officer and spending most of 
their time cleaning the stables. Arriv- 
ing in Coblen they sneak out to the 
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lone cabaret where Lyon meets the girl, 
Lotti Loder. Soon he has fallen hard for 
her and when he learns that they are 
being ordered back to the States he 
realizes he cannot marry her, as he is 
wanted for the murder of the gambler. 
Just before they are about to sail he 
meets the gambler in an American uni- 
form driving a truck and he is so happy 
te see him that he jumps up and kisses 
his former enemy. He goes back for the 
girl and everything ends with a dizzy 
whirl at Coney Island in the good old

This is an English production, pro- 
duced by Gainsborough and released in 
this country by Sono-Art World Wide. 
It is one of the worst of the English 
films presented in this country and even 
run on a double-feature program has 
absolutely no market on these shores. 

Picture is tedious, its story is nil, 
lacks continuity and is badly played. It 
seems like an elongated short, produced 
only to give a few vaudeville acts a 
chance to do a bit of their stuff before 
the camera. 

Story tells of a vaudeville team, Jack 
and Jill, a pair of hoofers, who are a 
sensation in spite of their lack of ability. 
Feminine headliner is forced out as a 
back number thru their advancement. 
Jack, however, is a songwriter and the 
former headliner sends for him to write 
a number for her to bring her back. He 
falls for her vamping and Jill enters 
her apartment to find them in a more 
than compromising position. Of course, 
Jill breaks with her partner. At a vaude- 
ville benefit performance they are 
thrown together in a box where the other 
woman is on the bill. It develops that 
Jack had written a terrible number for 
her to hurt her, as she had caused his 
break with Jill. They leave the theater 
together happy. 

Roy Royston and Constance Carpenter 
have the leading roles. No matter how 
good they may have been, they are at 
a total loss in this story.

“Young Sinners” 
(FOX MOVIETONE) 
At the Rory 
Producer’s footage, 7,100. Time, 79 
minutes. 
(Release date, May 17.) 

A wild story of hectic youth, certain 
sequerices of which will, no doubt, be 
deleted in their entirety where censor- 
ship is strict. Particularly will this be 
the case in the scenes in the camp in the 
woods, between the boy and the girl, and 
no doubt the reference to the bruise on 
the boy’s neck will be one of the first 
bits of dialog to be eliminated. 

Young Sinners, from the play of same 
name by Elmer Harris, was seen on 
Broadway successfully for several months, 
and is still playing the subway circuit 
around New York. Picture attempts at 
wildness of 2 younger set at the start 
that becomes rather tedious with its 
noise and its pointless dialog until Tom 
Meighan, in the role of Tom McGuire, 
steps into the picture. This does not 
happen until the film is about one-third 
of the way thru. Then Meighan makes 
his return to the screen and steals the 
picture from everybody in it. It is his 
character and his manner of portrayal 
that lend the interest. Looking much 
older, but still giving such a powerful 
characterization that he dominates the 
picture from his first entrance to the 
finish, Meighan’s return to the screen 
is a welcome one. 

Dorothy Jordan has the leading femi- 
nine role. Miss Jordan is cute enough, 
but somehow the character of this wild 
miss who throws discretion and conven- 
tion to the winds does not seem in keep- 
ing with her type. Hardie Albright, 
brought from the legitimate stage to the 
leading role in this production, fails to 
lend the strength of facial character to 
the role that it demands. There is 
something too handsome and yet weak 
about his face for the tough, hard-drink- 
ing youth he is supposed to be. John 
Blystone has handled the direction 
capably. 

Story deals with the young set of to- 
day, who believe in all-night parties, 
cocktails and fast girls. Gene Gibson, son 
of @ wealthy father, has more money 
than he knows what to do with, and as 
a result becomes a dissolute youth. He 
loves a young girl of 17, whose mother 
is crazy for a title, and, to break up the 
infatuation for Gene, takes her to Samoa, 
where she meets and becomes engaged to 
a Baron. When Gene learns of this he 
goes on a wild spree. His father, tiring 
of his escapades, decides to put him in 
charge of Tom McGuire, an Irish athletic 
instructor, who has brought several rich 
men’s sons down to earth by pummeling 
some sense into them. Gene shows fight 
at first, but finally realizes what a fine 
character the man is and decides to try 
to save himself. Trainer has him at a 
camp in the Adirondacks, and Gene tells 
him to leave him alone for the night, 
giving his word of honor that he will be 
Straight. Girl at that time discovers 
where Gene has been hiding out and goes 
to the camp. A snowstorm keeps her 
there over night, and tho she uses every 
method to lure Gene, he lives up to his 
promise and only tells her he loves her. 
McGuire returning believes the boy has 
broken his word, and a fight ensues in 
which McGuire is knocked out, The boy’s 
father and the girl’s mother arrive at 
this time, and everything ends happily 


as the Baron had been found passing 
worthless checks and the girl’s mother 
consents to the marriage.

Earle La Vere ° 


Reviewed at Loew’s Orpheum. Style— 
Comedy. Setting—In one. Time—Four- 
teen minutes. 


Altho there is no record of Earle La 
Vere in The Billboard New Acts file, 
La Vere is undoubtedly a seasoned per- 
former. He handles his lines expertly, 
times his gags and pushes a mean 
accordion. His comedy act, in which he 
is assisted by a tall blond boy as straight, 
is slow in starting, but it winds up a 
snappy and amusing turn. 

For the opening the blond boy comes 
out with a banjo and warbles until La 
Vere interrupts. Then the two stay on 
till the end, with the boy acting as 
straight and accompanying La Vere on 
the banjo in the musical bits. La Vere’s 
method is rapid-fire chatter and Occa- 
sional give-and-take with his straight.

Golden Goose 
Loafs on Job 


ASCAP members seek way 
io increase revenue from 
society’s tunes 


NEW YORK, May 11.—The 
golden goose that has been laying 
the golden eggs, via license fees, 
for songwriters and publishers, 
according to several members of 
the American Society of Com- 
posers, Authors and Publishers, 
has not been laying according to 
Hoyle, and has been put on the 


carpet for a showdown, and 
quizzed for an alibi for not having pro- 
duced more golden eggs for the poor 
composers and publishers. 

Of course, practically everybody in the 
society admits that the goose did a nice 
job in 1930, when she turned out golden 
°ggs which totaled approximately 
2,000,000. But at the same time the 
efficiency experts in the society figure 
that :f the goose could be induced to hit 
on all cylinders for an entire year she 
could produce the same amount in eggs, 
with an additional $2,000,000 for the 
bacon. Being a worker and not a thinker, 
the goose was unable to offer any sug- 
gestions for more eggs and bacon, hence 
the ASCAP mathematicians had to de- 
vise ways and means for the willing 
goose. 

Under present rulings of the ASCAP, 
an individual or firm has access to all 
musical compositions controlled by the 
society once they pay a license fee, ex- 
cept numbers which are restricted from 
time to time, which in all probability 
represent less than 5 per cent of the 
songs controlled by the society. When 
the popular music business was brisk and 
publishers were making money, that ar- 
rangement appeared to be o. k., but now 
it looms up as obsolete and unprofitable 
for the music industry, and, as a re- 
sult, the publishers and other members 
of the society have been discussing the 
matter and trying to find a way to in- 
crease the revenue from the various 
places using the society’s tunes. 

One plan which received more than 
passing attention consists Of having each 
publisher present to the big radio sta- 
tions and others his new songs as they 
come from the press. The person to 
whom the songs are submitted would 
have the right to select what he thinks 
he will use on his programs, for which 
he will have to pay so much per song for 
each rendition, and agree to use each 
tune a certain number of times and at 
certain intervals. This, the sponsors of 
the idea believe, would help to eliminate 
the continuous plugging of a few favored 
songs from time to time and increase the 
society’s revenue. 

While radio stations might be willing 
to accept this plan, it isn’t likely com- 
mercial firms spending fortunes on the 
air would permit anybody to tell them 
when and how often they could use this 
or that popular song. If they couldn’t 
map out programs to suit themselves 
they might chuck radio advertising and 
confine their ads to printer's ink, which 
would leave the golden goose operating 
with a big puncture. And that puncture 
might in time grow large enough to per- 
mit all of the goose’s golden-egg mechan- 
ism to pass into the discard. 

Another publisher, who wasn’t per- 
mitted to sit in the golden powwow, 
suggested that it would pay radio sta-

tions to keep a checking department to 
check each copyrighted number used 
over its station, and at the end of the 
month mail out checks to the various 
publishers to cover fees for using the 
different numbers. 

Any person who writes a song and has 
it copyrighted is entitled to a financial 
return whenever somebody else uses it 
for commercial purposes, and most of 
the persons using copyrighted songs are 
willing to pay within reason, but as yet 
nobody has been able to figure out how, 
when and how often they should pay, as 
well as how and why the copyright 
owner should be paid this or that 
amount. 

The majority of writers and publishers 
are dissatisfied with the revenue they re- 
ceive from the society, but they feel that 
sooner or later Gene Buck, president of 
the society, and known as a square 
shooter, will discover some method that 
will assure everybody an even break— 
even the goose who has been doing most 
of the heavy work. 


Depression Hits Arrangers 


NEW YORK, May 9.—Slump in the 
popular music business has invaded the 
domain of the high-priced arrangers, and 
one prominent firm has issued orders 
that dance arrangements for future tunes 
must not cost more than $75, and should 
be cut to $65 whenever possible. This 
means that the arrangers who have been 
demanding $150 for an arrangement, 
owing to their big reputations, will have 
to halve their fees or do without the 
work. Practically everybody with any 
kind of a name as @ dance arranger has 
been able to command $100. Publishers 
figure that the topnotchers can earn a 
good salary at $75 per arrangement, as 
it doesn’t take a first-class arranger more 
than two days to turn out the average 
arrangement. Prices on vocal orches- 
trations, piano arrangements and other 
forms are likely to come in for a little 
trimming. 


Don Bigelow at Colleges 


ASBURY PARK, N. J., May 11.—Don 
Bigelow and his orchestra, until recently 
at the Park Central Hotel, New York, are

NEW YORK, May 9.—Music buyer for 
one of the largest syndicates handling 
popular sheet music was in town this 
week, conferring with the various pub- 
lishers about arranging a standard price 
for all sheet music, excluding show num- 
bers. At present music buyers don’t know 
how to figure music, as prices range from 
14 to 28 cents a copy. It appears that 
when some publishers haven't a hit rid- 
ing they are willing to sell to the syndi- 
cates for 15 cents, but as soon as they 
get one of their ditties among the 10 
best sellers they want to jump the price. 
Syndicate wants to pay the same for 
“dogs” and hits. 


Bert Stock Combo 
Set at Ohio Resort

his orchestra will conclude their second 
season at the Monticello Ballroom here 
May 17, and a week later will open at 
Craig’s Beach, near Youngstown, O. Con- 
tract on the latter job calls for an in- 
cefinite engagement.

This is good news and should give 
heart to many of those managers who 
are holding back with their openings, 
waiting to see how the other fellow 
comes out. Conditions are far from 
normal, altho not quite as black as they 
have been painted by the more pessi- 
mistic folk. 

. . . 

Theatergoers still have money, altho. 
possibly, they are not as free with it as 
in the past. They have it hidden away 
and are guarding it more closely. This 
makes it urgent for the show operator 
to devise new means and ways of sell- 
ing his attraction. It is not a matter 
of waiting for the customers to come. 
They are “tough” this season and must 
be sold. A first-class presentation, a 
clean and flashy outfit, lots of billing 
and a world of plugging will take care 
of that end. 


EVERAL weeks ago we warned man- 

agers against slashing their admis- 

sion prices. Now comes J. Doug 
Morgan to back up our statement. He 
tried cutting the admission at the be- 
ginning of his present season, but found 
that it did him more harm than good. 
At the’ cheaper prices, Morgan says, the 
natives just “would not come into the 
tent, but just as soon as he jacked up 
the ante, business improved. With the 
low prices in force, the natives labored 
under the impression that they were 
being fed an inferior product. If your 
presentation is worth the extra 10 or 
15 cents the theatergoer will pay it. 


HAT word “depression” has been 
T used to cover up a multitude of 

sins in the last year or more. Now, if 
a show goes out, and fails to click, due 
to its lack of quality, the outfit folds, 
and the failure is laid to “depression.” 
Or if an outfit moves into a town, prac- 
tically unheralded or with little or no 
billing and fails to draw them in swarms 
into the big top, “depression” gets it 
again. If some managers would forget 
that word and forget that such a con- 
dition ever existed and would put more 
effort to buliding a first-class attrac- 
tion and trying to sell it in a show- 
manlike manner, they would have less

In a recent note he writes: “For 
the benefit of those who may be discour- 
aged because of what happened to me 
last year in the way of my financial 
slap, please allow me to add that it was 
not due to the operating of theaters, but 
to the fact that I was investing too 
heavily in real estate. My actual losses 
in ree] estate were away over $500,000 
when the stock-market crash trounced 
upon me.

Looking Back 


E ARE glad to note that the Ada 

Meade Theater, Lexington, Ky., has 

changed its mind about quitting its 
stage shows for the summer, and in- 
stead will run right thru the warm 
weather with tabloid attractions. That 
was a wise move and served a three- 
fold good. It benefits not only the per- 
formers and show manager, but it gives 
the theater something to draw ‘em in 
with, at the time when a draw is most 
needed. 

. . * 

We could never quite understand why 
certain theaters, after operating three 
seasons out of the year with stage 
shows, will discontinue their stage shows 
during the summer months. The pur- 
pose of any stage attraction operating 
in conjunction with pictures is to draw 
in those patrons which the film feature 
alone would not ordinarily draw. In 
other words, the purpose of the stage 
show is to draw added business. There 
is no other time in which any theater 
needs a drawing feature more than dur- 
ing the summer season. So why discon- 
tinue stage attractions when they are 
most needed? 


There is no doubt but that many of 
the theater operators would continue 
on thru the summer with their tab 
attractions if they could get the co- 
operation of the tabloid manager and 
the performers. It is only natural to 
assume that the house Manager cannot 
very well spend as much for his stage 
shows in the hot months as he can 
during the regular theater season. How- 
ever, many tabloid operators believe that 
their show should bring them the same 
price in summer as in winter. We are 
inclined to believe they are wrong in 
that respect. 


Many managers could keep their shows 
in houses all season by cutting their 
personnel a trifle and by putting the 
performers on a summer-salary schedule. 
Few actors would object to such a move, 
if they knew that it meant an all- 
summer run for them. 


Of course, in speaking of the above, 
we are referring to shows that are still 
paying a fair salary to their performers. 
If some of the performers we know 
were forced to take any more of cut 
they would be working for nothing. As 
it is, they are getting little better than 
that.

Eye Shadow for the Blonde 


An expert in makeup told me recently 
that he used blue eye shadow almost 
exclusively, as he considered it much 
more youthful than the other shades. 
We admit that blue does become almost 
everyone, but a blonde can do marvelous 
things with her makeup if she experi- 
ments with different shades of eye 
shadow. 

Just for example, we talked recently 
with a lovely platinum blonde. Her 
blue-gray eyes were shadowed with a 
reddish-brown, and you can take it from 
your girl friend the effect was tres chic. 
We have seen other blondes use light 
brown and lavender with great success, 
but, generally speaking, blue is best for 
the blonde. 

If the blonde is using blue eye shadow 
she should choose rouge -or lipstick in 
the tangerine or coral shades. Be sure 
your lipstick harmonizes with your cheek 
rouge, and you would be surprised how 
important the shade of your lipstick is 
to your teeth. Some colors bring out an 
extracrdirary yellowish tint in the teeth, 
while other lipstick shades subdue the 
yellow and highlight the ivory. 

Blondes, as well as brunets and all 
other species, should experiment with 
colors in makeup Clever gals are using 
the cream rouges for both cheeks and 
lips so that they may achieve a true 
color harmony, Cream rouge is especially 
good where the skin and lips are inclined 
to be dry. 

These are just a few hints to help 
Miss Goldilocks along her sunny path, 
but. after all, each little peach must 
study her own personality, experiment 
with her own particular coloring and 
features and permit the full-blown rose 
to reveal its own beauty. Far be it from 
me to suggest that there be any stand- 
ardization of type. Helpful hints can 
guide you along the path to beauty;

the beauty aids which suit you best. 


A Treatment 
For Whiteheads 


These little offenders are really black- 
heads, small imprisoned ones over which 
the skin has thrown a slight protection 
from dirt particles.

First soften up the skin in the same 
manner as for the blackhead treatment, 
open each whitehead as outlined above, 
then apply your healing skin lotion or 
ointment.

Skin Disorders 


Stubborn cases of acne resulting from 
a long standing and neglected skin dis- 
order will usually respond to the method 
for cleanliness and a healing skin ap-- 
plication.

a wedge between the people who live 
in the small towns and those who live 
in the great cities. And the great bulk 
of playwrights seems to be devoting 
more and more of their talent to plays 
which are suitable to the city dwellers. 

It is not that city is more immoral 
than country, country more moral 
than city, but the two have definitely 
different ideas as to what constitutes 
morality and immorality. And the small- 
town theatergoer may see the most so- 
phisticated shows when he is visiting 
the city, but he will not support them 
in his own home town. 

Recently a stock company Opened a 
stand in the town of Jackson, Mich. It 
closed in two weeks because the people 
decided the two plays presented were 
too sophisticated for the community. 
Both were successes Of-considerable pro- 
portions in New York. 

Now it may have been a matter of 
managerial judgment which was involved 
here, but the playwrights are restricting 
the number of Broadway productions 
which will later be available for towns 
of the type of Jackson, Mich. 

And while there may be 20,000,000 peo- 
ple living in the large cities of the coun- 
try, there are 100,000,000 others like the 
people in Jackson who wouldn’t go to 
see shows they couldn’t approve.

Expenses of the Actors’ Fund 


A recent report of a meeting of the 
trustees of the Actors’ Fund of America 
indicates that the fund is spending an 
average sum of $3,166.65 weekly on aged 
and destitute actors, while for those who 
are ill (including doctors and medicine) 
the average weekly expense is $4,799.83. 
Cost of maintaining the 33 guests at 
the Actors’ Fund Home in Englewood, 
N. J., amounted to $2,757.89, while the 
17 patients ill at the Brunswick Home, 
Amityville, L. I., cost the fund $1,398.82 
for the month covered by the report. 

Owing to the mounting cost of relief 
the fund is forced to exercise the keenest 
discretion in selecting those who are 
entitled to its relicf. 

Fund could do more, undoubtedly, if 
all actors were to join it. Its rate of $2 
a year is absurdly low, yet many, per- 
haps most actors, neglect to take out 
even this cheap insurance. 


Speak to Equity First 

Cast of one play which, despite what is 
considered a success in New York this 
past season, has taken two cuts in salary 
came to Equity in great distress because 
it learned the management had intended 
taking it on the road at the cut salary 
rate. 

They were told that if they had come 
to Equity at the time the cuts were first 
proposed and had a stipulation entered 
that these cuts were only for the New 
York run something might have been 
done for them. But since they had 
made the arrangement without notifying 
Equity and without inserting such a 
provision nothing could be done about 
it.

On June 15 all clothing left in the 
Chorus Equity dancing class dressing 
rooms which is not clearly marked with 
owner’s name and the date of marking 
will be disposed of and the proceeds ap- 
plied to the scholarship fund. Members 
who cease taking lessons in the Chorus 
Equity classes should remove their prac- 
tice clothing immediately, as the dress- 
ing rooms are too small to be used for 
storage space. 

Members holding cards good to May 1, 
1931, owe $6 to November 1, 1931. There 
is no 30 days’ grace allowed members 
who are working. 

Your contract provides that you are 
a member in good standing of the 
Chorus Equity and that you will remain 
a member in good standing for the dura- 
tion of your engagement. Constitution 
defines a member in good standing as a 
member who, on the first of May or the 
first of November, is paid up six months 
in advance. 

Clause in your contract which states 
that you must be a member in good 
standing is just as important as is any 
other clause in the contract. If one 
clause in a contract has been broken 
then every clause is broken. 

Don't wait for your deputy or some 
representative of the Chorus Equity to 
collect your dues. You expect the asso- 
ciation to help you primarily, not some- 
one else. You would not be able to 
collect on an insurance policy that you 
had allowed to lapse, why should you 
expect your organization to help you 
when you are in bad standing? 

In a season when your organization 
has had many added burdens placed 
upon it it is up to every member who 
is fortunate enough to be employed to 
help the situation as much as possible 
by a prompt payment of dues. 

One road company that collected a 
full week’s salary a short time ago thru 
the efforts of Equity has a chorus that 
is 100 per cent in bad standing. Cer- 
tainly a company that has benefited 
many times over the semiannual] dues 
by their membership in Equity should 
be the first to be in good standing. 
Apparently it was easier for them to 
remember Equity when they Were in 
trouble then when their dues are due. 

If you are not working under the 
jurisdiction of Equity and expect to re- 
main out of that jurisdiction for a year 
or more you should apply for an honor- 
able withdrawal card immediately unless 
you wish to continue paying dues. 

Some of our members have had the 
idea that if they get the withdrawal card 
they are forced to remain out of the 
theater for a year. That is not true. 
If you come back within a year of the 
time the card is issued you are expected 
to pay dues from the date of issuance, 
but no delinquency fine. If you come 
back at the expiration of a year you pay 
current dues only. 

In sending dues to the Chorus Equity 
by mail do not send cash. Send a check 
or money order made payable to the 
Chorus Equity.

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Outdeor Industry Needs 
A New, Modified Language 
HI: outdoor industry, more _ par- 
T ticularly carnivals and circuses, suf- 

ers, if at all, for reasons other than that 
which relate to depression, mismanage- 
ment, inept routing, local bans and (for 
some) inferior, hackneyed, malnutritious, 
outmoded amusement products. 

We will suppose for the moment that 
money is flowing freely as in the halcyon 
days of the war, that managers are the 
quintessence of perfection, that spots are ju- 
diciously selected, that all towns on earth 
welcome tented amusements with open 
arms, and that these self-same amusements 
are the last word in wholesomeness, un- 
adulterated fun and pleasure. (As per some 
stationery blurbs). What then? Has the 
ideal been reached? We deny it very em- 
phatically, and for this reason. 

The modern tempo, attuned, as it will 
be granted, to a vocabulary, however fan- 
tastic, that is consistent with jazz, booze, 
night owling, dances which defy description 
(yet are described) and other symbols of 
opprobrium, demands a similar language 
from all other forms of amusements. 
Orchestras, bands, the legitimate field, 
vaudeville, motion pictures and other phases 
of the contemporary amusement chart have 
more nearly approached some semblance of 
affinity with the modernistic sweep in terms 
of vocabulary. Carnivals and circuses, it. is 
submitted, have lagged behind. They have, 
except for a handful, remained unmoving 
and unmovable. The same words “mam- 
moth,” “stupendous,” “incomparable,” “mas- 
todonic,” “startling,” “amazing,” “astound- 
ing,” and, most anaemic of all, “fun, frolic 
and festival,” persist in insinuating them- 
selves in news stories and advertisements 
composed by press agents in behalf of the 
organizations to which they are responsible. 
Parenthetically, it may be said that in many 
cases these terms are superb overstatements 
anyway, but we are not presently concerned 
with that. It seems to be something re- 
sembling incompetence when an uninterest- 


ing, unattractive, unspicy, outworn vocabu- 
lary is still in use when allied fields have 
\isualized and made capital of the wisdom 
ol other ways: have more readily appreciated 
the value of the word approach as fostered 
ly them since modernism became of age. 

It is suggested, therefore, that the Eng- 
lish dictionary is wide enough in breadth, 
scope and magnitude to warrant its appro- 
priation by intelligent exploiters for adapta- 
tion to their particular uses. 

It is suggested that all the words placed 
in quotes above be relegated to the basket. 

It is suggested that press agents, or those 
who impel their efforts, take inventory of 
the I*nglish language. 

It is suggested that the technique of 
phraseology be modified; that new, more 
lively, more interesting words be plugged 
into usage. 

It is suggested, in short, that the present 
word realm, as utilized, is pitifully inade- 
quate, uninspiring and notoriously thin. 

It is suggested, finally, that the outdoor 
industry needs a Messiah, a new personal- 
ity, a phrase-coiner who knows how the 
average reader reacts to a description of a 
“panorama of tented souvenirs,” not how 
he SHOULD react: according to the whims 
superimposed by publicity men who aren't. 


Booking Gyps Cannot Be Touched 
Unless Victims Give Co-Operation 


HE man who is too indolent or lacks 

the courage to help himself out of an 

unfortunate situation ordinarily does 
not deserve the sympathy or practical as- 
sistance,of others. Were it not for the ef- 
fect that the apathy of performers vic- 
timized by gyp agents and bookers is ex- 
erting on the entire profession, The Bill- 
board would not be concerned in the least 
with the welfare of spineless creatures who 
stimulate disrespect and dissipate sympathy 
by the total lack of respect for themselves 
and the absence of courage to fight for that 
which rightfully belongs to them: a square 
deal. 

Last fall, at the urging of performers 
who were getting more than an accustomed 
share of short-changing and cancellations at 
the hands of unscrupulous independent 
bookers, The, Billboard conducted a thoro 
investigation, not only of conditions in the 
independent field, but also of the steps that 
might be taken thru official channels to 
bring about the prosecution of the malefac- 
tors. It was revealed in this investigation 
that officially, tho not morally, the License 
Department of the City of New York can- 
not proceed against gypping bookers unless 
such action is propelled by complainants 
testifying in open court. Working under 
specific orders of License Commissioner 
James F. Geraghty to use every means at 
his command to bri.z the gyps to the bar of 
justice, one of the department’s inspectors 
succeeded in getting up a good case against 
a notorious gyp. Charges were filed in the 
Magistrate’s Court, and when the trial was 
finally called the inspector failed to prose- 
cute the case, because in the meantime the 
complainant had been reached by the gyp 
by means of an adjustment. 

The squashed case is typical of the 
methods employed by gypping  bookers. 
They carry on their nefarious practices 
thruout the year, deviating from their 
fleecing helpless performers only when dis- 
ciplinary measures are threatened. For many 
seasons The Billboard has been making at- 
tempts to hammer the idea into the thick 
heads of certain performers that they have 
nothing to fear or to lose by co-operating 
with the authorities in running down gyps. 


We may yet be successful in our campaign 
of education. 

For practical purposes we cannot be con- 
cerned with what the Joint Complaint 
Bureau might be in a position to do in the 
matter of bringing gyps to the bar of jus- 
tice. It is a lamentable fact that this wing 
of the VMA cannot punish gyps on its 
own, because most of the malefactors sell 
their acts to theaters not affiliated with 
Pat Casey’s office. But we are sure that if 
enough performers file complaints with the 
VMA the weight of the protest against 
conditions will bear down on the reluctance 
of its officials to proceed unless backed up 
by internal rules and regulations. 

As it has always done; The Billboard 
wants the trade to know that it will con- 
tinue to do everything in its power to bring 
specific gypping practices to the attention 
of the License Department, and that it will 
consider it a solemn duty to honest per- 
formers, agents and bookers to print in 
its columns verified accounts of injustices 
perpetrated by gyps. And this applies as 
well to agents and performers as to bookers. 
Whenever its informants feel that anonym- 
ity is essential, we pledge that their con- 
fidence will not be violated. The inde- 
pendent field can be cleaned up only thru 
the fullest co-operation of all the construc- 
tive forces in the business. As an impartial 
medium, grinding its ax only for a hack at 
those who are not serving the best interests 
of the profession, The Billboard places itself 
at the disposal of all who desire only money 
that they are rightfully entitled to by honest 
effort, and not thru the gullibility of pitiful 
individuals forced either by circumstances 
or lack of perspicuity to become victims of 
gyPs. 


The Thorn in the Side 
Of the Play Jury Plan 
Hi. play jury plan is going into effect 
next season; that fact seems pretty 
definite. But in spite of universal 
eulogies, just how well it will work is 
another question. Even granting that those 
in the legitimate theater carry out its rulings 
religiously, a thorn in its side is going to be 
Billy Minsky, whose palace of burlesque 
opened recently at the Republic on 42d 
street, New York. 

The plan provides for a jury, composed 
of representatives of the three branches of 
the theater and of the general public, to 
pass on plays or else to suggest changes to 
the management. All the managers have 
agreed to abide by its suggestions, and if 
one of them does get unruly the jury can 
refer his case to the police authorities, and 
he can be dealt with under existing legis- 
lation. 

But the jury can deal only with those in 
legitimate ; only legitimate people were con- 
cerned with its creation. If Herr Minsky put 
on his anatomical displays in the district of 
the Apollo or of the Irving Place, every- 
thing would be all right. But in the legiti- 
mate district—in the heart of it—his house 
is going to be confused in the public mind 
with the legitimate theaters, and especially 
so in the minds of the reformers. 

When the public sees two theaters side 
iby side, it’s pretty hard to get across the 
fact that they represent two entirely dif- 
ferent fields of amusement, and that the cen- 
sorship measure that has been universally 
approved can only be applied to one. It'll 
be interesting to see what happens when the 
blue noses start asking the play jury to 
clean up burlesque. And with the Republic 
on 42d street they’ll start asking it as soon 
as legitimate gets clean enough to lose their 
primary attention. 
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Burlesque Patron’s Plaint 
Editor The Billboard: 


I wonder why the New York burlesque 
houses do not advertise like our Boston 
theaters. The Boston theaters attract 
men from New Hampshire and Vermont 
just as the New York burlesque theaters 
attract Massachusetts and Connecticut 
citizens. 

But, boy, what a job it is to find a 
burlesque house in New York. After 
wandering around for hours on my last 
visit, I accidentally happened into the 
Irving Place Theater. Why don’t the 
burlesque theaters advertise in the daily 
papers like the movies and musical com- 
edy theaters do? JOHN J. FURLONG.

Slams the Bookers 
Editor The Billboard: 


Much has been said why vaudeville is 
a flop. Talkies were blamed, but in 
reality it was the agents and house man- 
agers’ fault. The average booker and 
house manager is girl-struck, and any 
girl gets bookings regardless of the mer- 
its Of her act. 

Twenty years ago singing and dancing 
and music were needed on a vaudeville 
bill, but in this day and age the radio 
brings us singing, talking and music, so 
the idea of booking three-fourths of a 
bill of song, music and talking is fool- 
ish. The public will not patronize the- 
aters when it gets gratis all the singing 
and musical features over its radio. 
It is a poor salesman who tries to sell 
the public something that it already has. 

The people who would patronize the- 
aters went that form of entertainment 
not gotten over the radio, phonograph or 
music roll. They want novelty acts, and 
there are thousands of real good novelty 
acts. Why not rejuvenate them? It is 
part of the agent’s business to advise 
the acts as to whaf is needed in the 
act, the same duty the agent takes in 
advising the house manager as to the 
needs of his theater. 

Any fool can open up a booking office, 
but it takes brains to keep one going 
successfully. The booking of publicity 
attractions, such as baseball, football, 
tennis players and athletic champions, is 
unprofessional. Many of these “try-to- 
be” acts are flops and lack the real 
training necessary to be a performer. 
Most of these “try-to-be” acts do not 
even know the technical terms of the 
profession. What a present bill of vaude- 
ville should contain is one singing act, 
two dancing acts, one musical act, two 
acrobatic acts, one mystery act (magic, 
illusions, mental, escapes, spirit, etc.) 
and one other novelty act of animals 

This arrangement would take care of 
the acts now lying idle. There has been 
a surplus of singing and musical acts.

Let’s make vaudeville a busi- 
hess and not a pastime affair.

With a Pessimist’s Eye 
Editor The Biliboard: 

My opinion is the circus business is 
on the decline. Spots that were sure- 
fire two and three years ago are shot. 
Conditions are bad over the entire coun- 
try, and shows making a profit this sca- 
son are more than lucky. And I believe 
it will be some time to come before 
conditions are better. What is there to 
make conditions better? I believe things 
are becoming European in a way and 
that our good days are over. 

I look for the railroad shows to close 
early, the smaller ones. I think the 
money days for the 10, 15, 20, 25-car rail 
show are over. You can't run a rail 
show for 25 and 50-cent prices, as they 
do truck circuses. I can show you four 
or five truck shows this season that will 
operate for about the same overhead as 
the transportation cost of operating a 
railroagd show of 20 cars, And these 
shows give a very satisfactory perform- 
ance for the price asked. 

In the last five years small truck 
shows did not last long, those 7 to 12- 
truck outfits. I believe to run a truck 
show you must have not less than 25 
trucks, with a parade, say four bulls and 
six or eight cages. Your elephants are 
your show windows. To organize a truck 
circus you must first get the elephants; 
then, next, large cage animals, some- 
thing that will stand out in parade. 
But, remember, if you have a short 
bankroll and expect short billing don’t 
go into this game, and unless you are @

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Therefore, opinions regarding 
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dyed-in-the-wool, don’t go into it, for it 
takes circus people to run a circus and 
organize one. Taking titles off of ice 
wagons and coalyards don’t mean much 
to you. I don’t know of one title today 
that would mean anything that is avail- 
able. Not one. If so, what is it? 

In the last six months I have had 
several letters from men over the coun- 
try asking a lot of questions about a 
motor show. I guess we all have, as far 
as this is concerned. But most of them 
that I have heard from never were in 
circus business. Two Illinois men wrote 
me asking about a motor circus. Both 
these men I met last year. They have 
been in show business, have plenty 
money, but thejr experiences have been 
with theaters. My advice to anyone now 
is stay out of it unless you know circus 
business. Save your money, for you 
won't know how to get money in this 
business. It's tough right now for the 
smart ones, and a lot of them are pretty 
dizzy. This rarin’ to go circus is tough 
in the end. If you do go into it, well, 
you can just look for the pushover 
There are too many motor shows out 
now. Supposing you did frame a circus, 
took it out and made 20 grand the first 
year (which you would not do). Sup- 
posing you did. What would you do? 
I will tell you. You would imagine you 
were a coming Barnum, load up, buy old 
discarded circus property, blow the bank- 
roll on special 16-sheet “mug” posters, 
want them posted on every farmer's barn 
from Maine to California, then stick out 
your chest, swell up and finally blow up. 

Take my advice. Stay home. Drive 
over and take a 100k at the other fellow’s 
show. If Monday is not enough, go all 
week and see it, and by Saturday night 
you will lose that circus bug and be glad 
you did not become a little Barnum. 
Capital, experience, backbone and pride 
are four circus essentials.

Kingsburg Offers Ideas 
Editor The Billboard: 


Here are a few ideas that might prove 
profitable to carnival railroad shows of 
25 or more cars. The carnival owner 
can expedite setting up his shows by 
having three or four big trucks. All 
tents to be put into one of them, poles 
in another, stakes and sledges into an- 
other 

These trucks to be first off train and 
last on. Immediately off train, they get 
to the lot and drop canvas, poles and 
stakes off on the show’s different loca- 
tions. This will put many men to work 
immediately where otherwise they would 
have to wait for their wagons as long as 
two hours or more. 

Also on the first section of train have 
all funhouses, as most of them can’t use 
their canvas until the frame or the 
wagon is on location. And the sill 
wagons of rides should all be on first cut. 
When first cut is unloaded everyone will 
be at work, and the entire show will be 
an hour or so farther ahead than before. 
This will help the loading of the train 
considerably, as wagons won't have to 
wait for their canvas. They can get to 
train much earlier, an hour or more 
sooner. 

Another thing. Why not make some 
tableau wagons from the carnival box 
wagons? Plenty of performers on the show 
as there are a circus. The Wild West, 
Hawaiians, Minstrels, midgets. Give the 
show animals in three of four cages, 
clowns especially, with any kind of clown 
band, calliope, etc., will make a very 
attractive showing in smaller towns. 

It's always been a custom for carnivals 
to show one week of more in a town for 
the reason that it’s so hard to move. If 
they would just figure out a few of these 
timesavers they could make these small- 
er cities for three days and profit more. 
Make it a rule that on Wednesday night 
big shows close at 10 or 10:30 if not 
doing much, and then the smaller shows 
can get a better break 10 to 11, when 
nearly everyone has their fill. 

Take a short jump Wednesday night, 
just long enough for you to get into 
town by 7 or 8 a.m., and your shows 
will get open by 7 p.m. The first after- 
noon is nothing anywhere unless it’s a 
holiday or fair. 

Saturday night take a longer jump if 
necessary, but keep away from the big 
towns for a few years, and soon they 
will be crying for you to come. In small 
towns you can get lots close in town 
and near railroad, and you will have the 
kind of people who will admire you, as 
they have never seen a big thing like it. 

Give a parade Tuesday and Friday and 
tell the folks it’s coming off. Get out 
a handbook in colors and plenty of pic- 
tures in it just like the circus used to 
do. : 

There are enough big soft-drink com- 
panies, candy concerns, etc., who would 
put in an ad that would pay the carnival 
owner for the cost of the booklet. 

Put out an advertising car and do your 
own billing in towns. 

I hope these few ideas will put some 
shows to moving faster and making 
more money. The trouble with most 
big showmen is they follow old customs. 

They say: “Well, So-and-So did it that 
way, and he got lots of money.” 

But So-and-So is dead. I think it’s 
time somebody else takes his place 

Wake up or you're going to have a big 
fiop in a year or so. And how!

Here are three questions I would like 
to have somebody answer intelligently: 

Why is it that when a road show 
makes the hinterland it will invariably 
reduce prices for the matinees except 
the gallery? If the gallery is 50 cents, 
there it sticks for all performances no 
matter what cut is made in the rest of 


the house. Not only is that not fair to 
the gallery gods, but it is bad business, 
for the gallery has those patrons to 
whom a cut in admission might really 
mean something, especially in these days 
of unemployment. The price used to be 
only 25 cents in the old days when most 
of us theater fans got our theater-going 
habits formed. This price was raised 
100 per cent when the movies began to 
win us away with a cheaper admission, 
and the increase has stuck like grim 
death ever since. If “Price Cuts To Aid 
the Road,” as this week's Billboard 
States, are to really mean something, 
let them be made all along the line— 
put the gallery back to 25 cents. 

When a theater has been dark for 
weeks, why is no extra effort and money 
spent on advertising? The situation is 
greatly changed in all road theaters in 
this respect, vet no more advertising 
seems to be used than when the bright 
lights were on every night. Advertising 
costs money, but it serves a purpose or 
there would be no cost attached to it. 
And it looks like good business to go 
after advertising hard when there is 
extra need for it, as is now the case with 
road shows. And there is certainiy no 
excuse for the obvious lack of stories 
and so on that nearly every newspaper 
would gladly welcome for its diminish- 
ing dramatic columns. What are the 
press agents doing to earn their weekly 
stipends? 

Why the seeming lack of professional- 
ism that pops up every so often in road- 
show companies? Surely this is no time 
not to give an audience all that is com- 
ing to it and more. Not so long ago a 
show got called in the Twin-City press 
for kidding during a performance. This 
week a show playing Minneapolis opened 
an hour late on its first night, and it 
had arrived in town at 8 am. Such 
things never were called for, and today 
there is less call for them than ever. 

Tf this old road is ever to revive we 
need to get down to brass tacks all 
along the line. Let's have nothing but 
real showmanship from this on, and 
that means by everybody connected with 
the show.

Barnett One of Neatest 
Framed Motorized Shows 


BOONSBORO, Md., May 9. — Barnett 
Bros., which recently played here, is one 
of neatest framed motorized circuses on 
road. The mechanical ingenuity of Wil- 
liam Hamilton and R. W. Rogers, its 
proprietors, is frequently evident. Cage 
trucks have been so constructed that 
they carry poles and seats; flat trucks 


have ornamental sides which when 
raised serve as parade wagons, and all 
parade trucks are kept covered on lot, 
adding to element of mystery so nec- 
essary in conduct of a successful circus. 
Aluminum leaf, which does not tarnish, 
is used in place of silver, and as a result 
show presents glittering appearance. 
Plags are everywhere, and poles, siakes, 
sta.ds, platforms are all painted. The 
band, under direction of Homer F. Lee, 
is elevated on a graduated platform and 
uniformed in red coats and white trous- 
ers. All property men and employees 
also are uniformed in red. Every em- 
ployee who comes in contact with public 
is uniformed. 

The reserved seats, of grand-stand 
type, with individual folding chairs, star 
backs, handsomely painted and var- 
nished, are located near band; at each 
end are blues. 

Metal ring curbs are used for each of 
three rings, and passageway in front of 
seats is protected by guard rail and 
chains embellished with striped canvas. 
Cookhouse is conducted on cafeteria 
style and moves at night, thus making 
available hot breakfast on arrival of 
main fleet next morning. 

Sleeping trucks are provided, some of 
them having as many as 18 berths. Side- 
show canvas is new, with new big-top 
canvas available and ready to be used 
at conclusion of spring storms. One bull, 
two bears, male lion, kangaroo are in 
side-show menagerie. Three more bulls 
are coming on next week. 

Circus performance is of an excep- 
tionally high standard. It is headed by 
Rogers-Gaudet troupe in an unusual 
wire act and aerial offering; Lake Family, 
trained dogs, ponies, monkeys, elephant 
also appear in unusual numbers. Toby 
Tyler heads clown contingent and also 
appears in parade doing his famous stilt- 
walking act. In a few weeks show will 
add new spec., The Palace of Wonder- 
land, written by Melvin D. Hildreth, CFA.

Barnett One of Neatest 
Framed Motorized Shows 


BOONSBORO, Md., May 9. — Barnett 
Bros., which recently played here, is one 
of neatest framed motorized circuses on 
road. The mechanical ingenuity of Wil- 
liam Hamilton and R. W. Rogers, its 
proprietors, is frequently evident. Cage 
trucks have been so constructed that 
they carry poles and seats; flat trucks 


have ornamental sides which when 
raised serve as parade wagons, and all 
parade trucks are kept covered on lot, 
adding to element of mystery so nec- 
essary in conduct of a successful circus. 
Aluminum leaf, which does not tarnish, 
is used in place of silver, and as a result 
show presents glittering appearance. 
Plags are everywhere, and poles, siakes, 
stands, platforms are all painted. The 
band, under direction of Homer F. Lee, 
is elevated on a graduated platform and 
uniformed in red coats and white trous- 
ers. All property men and employees 
also are uniformed in red. Every em- 
ployee who comes in contact with public 
is uniformed. 

The reserved seats, of grand-stand 
type, with individual folding chairs, star 
backs, handsomely painted and _ var- 
nished, are located near band; at each 
end are blues. 

Metal ring curbs are used for each of 
three rings, and passageway in front of 
seats is protected by guard rail and 
chains embellished with striped canvas. 
Cookhouse is conducted on cafeteria 
Style and moves at night, thus making 
available hot breakfast on arrival of 
main fleet next morning. 

Sleeping trucks are provided, some of 
them having as many as 18 berths. Side- 
show canvas is new, with new big-top 
canvas available and ready to be used 
at conclusion of spring storms. One bull, 
two bears, male lion, kangaroo are in 
side-show menagerie. ‘Three more bulls 
are coming on next week. 

Circus performance is of an excep- 
tionally high standard. It is headed by 
Rogers-Gaudet troupe in an unusual 
wire act and aerial offering; Lake Family, 
trained dogs, ponies, monkeys, elephant 
also appear in unusual numbers. Toby 
Tyler heads clown contingent and also 
appears in parade doing his famous stilt- 
walking act. In a few weeks show will 
add new spec., The Palace of Wonder- 
land, written by Melvin D. Hildreth, CPA.

Warning Is Issued About 
Use of Copyrighted Music 


Jonas B. Frenkel, acting as counsel 
for American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers for Southern Ohio 
and Northern Kentucky, last week sent 
a letter to park owners and operators 
and others having similar amusements 
in his territory, cautioning them with 
reference to the use of copyrighted 
music, 

“Copyrighted musical selections,” the 
letter reads, “may not be played in con- 
nection with any enterprise for profit 
without a license from the copyright 
owners. The mere rendition of a musical 
composition without such license con- 
stitutes an infringement. This is true 
no matter whether such music is played 
by an orchestra, player piano, organ, 
victrola or in any mechanical manner 
whatsoever, and the proprietor of an 
establishment cannot relieve himself 
from liability fer infringement even tho 
he contracts directly with an orchestra 
leader to furnish the music or gives in- 
structions to his musicians not to play 
copyrighted music. 


“When you consider that the law pro- 
vides statutory damages of not less than 
$250 plus attorney fees and court costs 
in each case where but a single infring- 
ing rendition is established, we trust 
you will see the wisdom of procuring a 
license from the society. For your con- 
venience, we inclose herewith an applica- 
tion blank, which kindly fill in with the 
required information and return to us. 
Upon receipt of the same, we shall be 
glad to quote a rate for license covering 
your establishment. If a license is not 
secured, please be careful not to use any 
of our selections, for if you do, you 
will be held liable for infringements of 
copyrights.” 

Accompanying the letter besides ap- 
plication blank was a booklet giving data 
on the copyright law and the names of 
the officers, directors and branch of- 
ficers and representatives of the society. 
As pointed out in the letter, law con- 
cerns not only manual rendition of 
music but mechanical as well

RYE,.N. Y., May 9.—Playland, 
paradisiac product of the West- 
chester County Park System, is 
more alluring than ever for 1931, 
fourth season of successful opera- 
tion. It is truly the wonder play- 
ground of earth, beggaring de- 
scription in the beauty of its 
modernistic architecture, its ap- 
pointments and superiority and 
superabundance of attractions.

Mexieo’s President to Fair 


Delegation of 125, headed by Wilbur Hawk, to make 
5,000-mile trip in special train to Mexico City May 16 to 
ask Ortiz Rubio to open 1931 Amarillo Exposition 


AMARILLO, Tex., May 9.—Wilbur C. Hawk, general manager 
Amarillo Globe-News and president Tri-State Fair Association, is 
taking 125 people 5,000 miles at a cost of more than $20,000, just to 
invite President Ortiz Rubio of Mexico to come to Hawk’s 1931 fair. 
Yes, it is known as Hawk’s fair, and under his direction it has de- 


veloped into the largest regional 
fair held in America. Hawk came 
to Amarillo in 1926 from Atchi- 
son, Kan., where he had been gen- 
eral manager of The Atchison 
Globe. Hawk, Gene Howe and asso- 
ciliates founded The Amarilla Globe in 
1924, and when they bought The Ama- 
rillo Daily News in January, 1926, both 
moved to Amarillo. 

Gene Howe went to work on his 
column, “The Tactless Texan,” which 
thru his run-ins with Col. Lindbergh, 
Mary Garden and other notables has 
won him national fame. Hawk went to 
work on the business end of the papers. 
He soon realized that if the papers were 
to prosper that the county must prosper. 
He saw that the Tri-State Fair could be 
a big factor in the development of this 
section, and so in 1928 he accepted the 
presidency of the fair. At that time the 
fair association owed %40,000, and the 
1928 fair had lost $19,000. The associa- 
tion had made a payment or two on 100 
acres of land near the city and had 
erected a few nondescript buildings. 
Hawk went to work. He named a lot of 
assistants and directors and vice-presi- 
dents. He told them the fair could be 
put over if they would work half as hard 
as he did. The result was that every- 
body worked, but the fair lost $17,000 
that year. Everybody was discouraged. 
There was talk of taking up a collection 
to pay the debts and quit, but Hawk 
wouldn't listen. He began to study fairs 
and their management. 

From its beginning the Tri-State Fair 
had been a pay-as-you-enter proposition. 
Everybody had to pay. Even Hawk had 
to pay his way in the big gate. Despite 
the admission and large attendance— 
around 150,000 in five days—the fair just 
couldn't make money. One night Hawk, 
his wife and some friends were riding 
around. They passed a carnival. Mrs. 
Hawk suggested that they stop for a few 
minutes to see the crowd, Hawk—yes, he 
is part Scotch—said it was throwing 
money away to visit carnivais. Mrs. 
Hawk said it was not necessary to spend 
any money—they would just stop and 
see the crowd. They visited the carnival. 
Two hours later, when they got back in 
the car, Hawk counted his money, asked 
his friends to check up, and found that 
together they had spent $7.90 on the 
various shows, rides and other amuse- 
ment Hawk went to sleep that night 
thinking about that $7.90. About day- 
light an idea came to him, and the next 
morning he called the directors of the 
fair together and announced that the 
1929 Tri-State Fair would be a free gate. 
The directors said he was crazy. These 
Texans had always been just a bit sus- 
picious of this big man from Kansas. 
But Hawk told of the carnival incident 
and as a closing argument said that 
everything else had been tried. The di- 
rectors finally agreed. 

The announcement that the Tri-State 
Fair would be a free gate set the whole 
country talking. Hagenbeck-Wallace Cir-

Some Facts and 


Of 1930 Wisconsin Fairs 


Figures 


Despite a general business depression 
Wisconsin county and district fairs fared 
well during 1930. The 76 county and 
district fairs which were held drew a 
total paid attendance of 869,055, as com- 
pared with 944,010 in 1929, a drop of 
only 8 per cent. Grand-stand attendance 
dropped from 336,592 to 301,198 or about 
10 per cent. Cash receipts for grand 
stands dropped from $142,456.67 in 1929 
to $121,642.17 in 1930. But this com- 
parative loss of $20,814.50 for the grand 
stands of the 76 fairs was practically 
offset by the fact that the fair manage- 
ments had evidently anticipated it and 
had expended $20,302 less for feature at- 
tractions before the grand stands. Com- 
paratively, therefore, the grand stands 
fared as well in 1930 as in 1929. 

These 76 fairs paid out $416,498.13 in 
premiums in 1930 as compared with 
$413,907.70 paid out by the 75 fairs held 
in 1929. They received from the State 
#304,152.389 for State aid on premiums 
as compared with $302,784.02 received in 
1929. While there was an increase of 
Slightly over $2,500 in premiums paid 
out, premiums paid for boys and girls’ 
club work increased $14,500, Jumping 
from $54,700 in 1929 to $69,200 in 1930. 
About one-sixth of the total premiums 
paid out by county fairs now goes to 
the club boys and girls. Dairy cattle de- 
partments were the only division of the 
reeminum lst that outranked the club 
departments for the average of the 76 


fairs. Dairy cattle prizes reached a total 
of $114,709.87 in 1930 as compared with 
$117,481 in 1929. Thus there was a re- 
duction even in the dairy cattle pre- 
miums. 

Wisconsin State Fair, held at Mil- 
waukee, drew 283,426 patrons, the great- 
est attendance since 1920 and the largest 
on record except 1920. Grand-stand re- 
ceipts for the week were the greatest 
on record, $45,460.50. Grand-stand at- 
tractions cost $45,225. Thus receipts 
were $225.50 greater than cost of attrac- 
tions.

Showing Progress 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 9. — Work 
on the new concrete and steel grand 
Stang at the Indiana State fairgrounds 
here is progressing rapidly. Because of 
the necessity of having the stand com- 
pleted and ready for the next fair, all 
contractors have agreed to entirely finish 
their work before August 22 and plan 
to work at Night should it be necessary. 

Those who have examined the archi- 
tect’s plans state that this improvement 
when completed will be equal to any 
grand stand in the United States. Ca- 
pacity will be approximately 10,000. The 
over-all size as disclosed by the plans 
shows a building 120 feet in width by 
400 feet in length. Three tiers of boxes 
are located along the entire front of the 
stand, back of which are a total of 32 
tiers of seats. All seats in the building 
will be comfortable theater chairs, the 
board having discarded the usual type 
of stadium bench seating as unsuitable. 

The stand is not alone designed for 
comfortably seating spectators of the 
races and the night events, but also 
contains two stories of concession and 
exhibit rooms providing a total of more 
than 30,000 square feet of floor space in 
these two stories. Some of the conven- 
iences and facilities found in this space 
will be dining rooms and cafeterias, rest 
rooms for men and women, public 
lounges and waiting rooms, open and 
closed paddocks for those who desire a 
nearer view of the races, quarters for a 
company of city firemen, with pumper 
apparatus, which will be located here 
during fair week by the Indianapolis 
Board of Safety; Indianapolis police 
headquarters during the fair, long-dis- 
tance telephone and express Offices, spe- 
cial classes of exhibitors, etc. The cost 
of the stand will be $225,000. 

Building is being erected upon the 
site of the former frame stand, which 
had been in existence more than 30 years 
and which recently was condemned as 
unsafe and @ fire hazard. The last gen- 
eral assembly authorized the Indiana 
Beard of Agriculture to issue $225,006 
of bonds to cover transaction. 

C. Y. Foster, president of the board, 
and E. J. Barker, secretary and treasurer, 
have been designated by the Indiana 
Board of Agriculture to act as a build- 
ing committee.

cus heard about it and made a contract 
to show six days at the fair and gave 
Hawk a big percentage of its receipts. 
Other shows followed suit. The result— 
430,000 people attended the fair in six 
days, almost three times the previous at- 
tendance—and the fair made a net profit 
of $22,000 cash. Hawk’s dream was a 
success. Last year the fair made $17,000 
profit despite a week of bad weather. 


How jis it done? It is not all as easy 
as it sounds, Wilbur Hawk and the hun- 
dred vice-presidents and directors of the 
Tri-State Fair are on the job every day 
in the fear. There is hardly a week that 
something isn’t done to boost or adver- 
tise or get money for the fair. Shows, 
rides, carnivals, all kinds of fair attrac- 
tions bid for concessions. They pay 
Hawk two and three times as much as 
they pay at the ordinary State fair. They 
ean afford to. They know the people 
are going to be there. The free gate gets 
them. 

Father just can’t refuse to take the 
kiddies to the fair every day, because the 
kiddies insist that “it doesn’t cost any- 
thing to get in,” and it doesn't, but 
when the family gets to the fairgrounds, 
the fun starts and dad starts spending 
money, with the result that the fair is a 
financial success. 


Now the association owns the 100 acres 
of land, all paid for. It has erected a 
number of substantial permanent build- 
ings. It is now planning the largest 
coliseum in the nation, even larger than 
Madison Square Garden. For Wilbur 
Hawk's fair attracts visitors by the hun- 
dreds of thousands and the fair must 
have a place to entertain them. 

And that’s why on May 16, 125 
Amarillo and Panhandle citizens will 
leave Amarillo on a special train for 
Mexico City to invite President Ortiz 
Rubio to formally open the 1931 Tri- 
State Pair and to dedicate that monster 


coliseum that Wilbur Hawk will build if 
Rubio accepts. 

How Hawk will build the coliseum is 
another story that will have to be written 
later. But you can't tell anybody in the 
Panhandle of Texas that Wilbur Hawk 
won't build it. 

And so today the folks in the Texas 
Panhandle talk of Wilbur Hawk and his 
fair, and are mighty thankful that six 
years ago Hawk left Atchison, Kan., and 
came to Texas.

Midways, portable playgrounds and amusement changes 
for the masses — possibly aid to park rides, etc. — 
motion picture opposition considered inconsistent 


The following article is contributed to these columns by a former 
long-experienced showman, who informs that since his retirement 
from active show business he has continued to keep close, interested 
watch on conditions affecting professional outdoor entertainment, 


particularly carnivals. 
carnival field and the status of 
carnivaldom as compared to other 
business during “general depres- 
sion” conditions: Since the ad- 
vent of what have during these 
later years been termed “carnivals,” their 
“midways”—which captioning doubtless 
came as symbolizing the magnificent 
amusement zone of the 1893 World’s 
Columbian Exposition in Chicago (“Mid- 
way Plaisance’)—have been portable 
Playgrounds for the masses; all ages, all 
classes. From an individual, city, town 
or community's standpoint, periodical 
opportunicies for the citizenry to par- 
take of and enjoy the carefree, cosmo- 
politan, out-in-the-open carnival (gay- 
ety) spirit. The term “carnival” for cen- 
turies signified public-spirited amuse- 
ment—fete days, fete weeks. Such en- 
tertainment is positively necessary and 
will doubtless continue. The “play” por- 
tion of human nature has never subsided, 
nor will it! 

The greatest of locally instituted out- 
door amusement opportunities for citi- 
zens are provided by the amusement 
parks—those with riding devices, shows, 
concessions, eating stands, family pic- 
nicking facilities, etc. They are almost 
necessary institutions. But the citizenry 
needs changes from even this at intervals 
—different attractions, faces and other 


atmosphere — the traveling collective 
amusement companies provide such 
changes. Some park executives claim 


that carnivals exhibiting in their cities 
vr towns are hampering opposition to 
their institutions. This might be logical 
im some cases; for instance, a park with 
practically no real amusement features 
and a carnival with a lengthy list of rid- 
ing devices, shows, music, spirit-raising 
ballyhoos, etc. But what about the 
rights of the public? It seems to this 
writer that the merriment on a really 
representative carnival midway should 
be an interest arouser in the park’s rides 
and other offerings—possibly a relieving 
of “monotony” inclinations. 

The greatest bugbear the carnival man 
has encountered the past decade has 
been selfishly inclined motion picture in- 
terests—local managers of which thru 
their local acquaintanceships have oppor-

tively, by a couple of “operators,” surely 
the outdoor showfolks have cause to be- 
come “sickened.”

As stated in last issue, inventor, 
“advertiser” and sanctioners of the 
mythical “carnival” idea at Santa Rosa 
may not have realized this possible 
discriminative business-interest angle, 
but it seems that any person in such 
responsible public-service position should 
be sufficiently informed on all current 
matters to keep from stepping on some 
toes and cushioning others in the stag- 
ing of spectacular law enforcements. 


T VARIOUS times during the last 10 

or more years this editor has urged 

carnival attaches (staff and all 
others) holding weekly or other peri- 
odical “get-together” meetings—promo- 
tional of mutual co-operation, closer 
friendship, all-round understandings; 
materially beneficial to the respective 
organizations; of manifold benefit to the 
CARNIVAL PROFESSION. That each 
show has not launched them can be 
charged to—well, carelessness.

a member of the John T. Wortham 
Shows’ executive staff, with the com- 
ment, “This might interest other show 
owners”: 

“We have installed extra towers on a 
few of our box wagons this year and 
have found it a great money saver, as 
well as time, in handling electrical con- 
struction. These towers save from setting 
extra poles when wires are being strung 
from the primary lines to the trans- 
former wagon. Usually heavy fees are 
charged by light companies for erecting 
and dismantling extra poles, and by the 
portable towers on the empty box 
wagons this one item alone will make 
a@ neat sum in a season’s time. The 
Wortham Shows’ blacksmith wagon is 
the one most generally used, as the shop 
wagon is not a necessary wagon to be 
spotted in any particular place on the 
lot. The tower on this wagon measures 
about 30 feet from the ground, meeting 
all requirements of the electrical com- 
pany standards and is usually spotted 
120 to 150 feet from the transformer 
wagons. So all that is necessary for the 
men to do is string the wires from tower 
to tower, instead of pole to pole.”

tunity to originate, promote and “enjoy” 
great hardships to carnivals. Again, what 
about the public? The unbecoming fight 
of such year-round operating indoor in- 
terests is too flagrant, easily discerned, 
for this writer to make further comment 
than this: They have not been keeping 
their own “noses clean” while pointing 
their fingers at carnivals! 

As to remunerative business for car- 
nivals: They have been keeping pace with 
other general business, and will doubt- 
less fold to that averaging. The fact 
that their midways are playgrounds for 
the public and visited by the masses has 
held them in favor (even if causing sweat 
on the brows of their opposition busi- 
ness oppressors), and their box-office re- 
ceipts will continue to fluctuate with 
general conditions—particularly the em- 
ployment or unemployment situation. 
The really community spirited populace 
of cities and towns is fast recovering 
from the propaganda “dope” of carnival- 
dom’'s “belittlers” and awakening to the 
fact that carnivals bring all their at- 
taches into a town for a week’s stay and 
spending with local merchants; also, that 
during the spring and summer season 
(before their celebration and fair dates 
start) carnivals are considered fortunate 
if their portions of the gross receipts 
cover their expenditures—instead of 
“taking all the money out of town.” 
Hence, there is very good reason to look 
forward to better conditions—-marked ad- 
vancement!

THE FOLLOWING interesting article, 
headed “He Refuses To Grow Old,” was 
received from F. P. Pitzer, president of 
the Circus Saints & Sinners’ Club, of 
Jersey City, N. J.: 

Recently I was walking up Empire 
boulevard, near Nostrand avenue, in 
Brooklyn, and suddenly heard consider- 
able shouting. I stopped and looked up 
at the building from which the noise 
issued. It was a roller-skating rink. I 
walked to the entrance, where I found a 
poster announcing an exhibition by a 
former champion roller skater, Thomas 
E. Longfield. I had read accounts of 
Longfield’s skating when I was a boy, 
over a quarter of a century ago. I paid 
my way in and was just in time to see a 
slender man, one who was not carrying 
any excess fat, white-haired and bald. 
He wore tortoise-shell glasses, white flan- 
nel trousers, blue coat and natty tie. 
His raiment was rather youthful. He was 
whirling around that wooden track like 
a flurry of snow amid the applause of 
the hundreds present. 

“Is that Longfield?” I asked my near- 
est neighbor. “Yes; former champion 
and as good as they come today.” Just 


then Longfield finished his exhibition. 
Fortunately, just where I was standing. 
« was surprised when I noticed that he 
was breathing normally despite the ter- 
rific exhibition which he had just fin- 
ished. “Mister Longfield,” I ventured, 
“may I see you a few minutes later on?” 
He was hurriedly being surrounded by 
admirers and congratulated. He inter- 
rupted his callers long enough to inform 
me that he would join me in a little 
while. He did so. 


“You being a man, I do not hesitate in 
asking your age, Mr. Longfield?” I be- 
gan. “Just into my 60s,” he replied. 
“And do you feel any bad effects after 
your exhibition?” He had done a half 
mile in one minutes, 38 seconds, which 
I understand is fast time. “Not an ef- 
fect,” he laughed. Then I asked him to 
tell me something about himself. I 
learned that he is a resident of Cresskill, 
N. J., where he has built himself a pri- 
vate tennis court on which he keeps 
himself limbered up in the summertime. 
He was the world’s champion roller skat- 
er 35 years ago and in those early days 
held many records. In 1899 he skated 
against the five best men who could be 
found, taking a fresh man each mile and 
finished one-half lap in the lead, his 
time for the distance being 17 minutes, 
2 seconds. 


“Do you engage in other pastimes be- 
Sides giving roller-skating exhibitions?” 
“Oh, yes; I am very fond of ice skating; 
in fact, I am proud to state that I was 
one of the first hockey players in New 
York. I bowl and hike a great deal.” 
He wanted to show me a stack of clip- 
pings, caricatures and photos — all of 
himself—setting forth his past glories 
and victories, but I was not interested 
in records; I was interested in his physi- 
cal condition and how he maintained it. 
“Can you tell me, Mr. Longfield, to what 
you credit your fine physical condition?” 
His face beamed and he uttered just one 
word, “Habits! Good habits, of course, not 
bad ones,” he said. “The nearest I ever 
came to whisky was to use it for a rub- 
down after dissolving therein some plain 
table salt. I have never smoked to ex- 
cess; I have lived a very regular and nor- 
mal life, never allowing myself to be- 
come too fatigued at any sport; I always 
kept up with myself and never allowed 
myself to fall behind with me, if you get 
what I mean. My rules for right living 
have been those laid down by ancient 
philosophers and by men whom I con- 
sidered wiser than myself. [If these 
things as they preached them looked 
right to them—and they all lived their 
three-score years and ten—they were 
good enough for me. ‘Early to bed and 


early to rise’ is just ss good today as it 
ever was. I have never overindulged in 
sweets, have always sought the company 
of younger men and participated in their 
pastimes. When I am asked to give a 
roller-skating exhibition I never think 
that I am too old; I always have the 
feeling’ that I am as good as I always 
have been. I never worry. I just don’t 
recognize my years and go in for every- 
thing as if years didn’t mean a thing. I 
eat moderately and the food that I have 
learned by experience agrees best with 
me. I make good use of the outdoors and 
walk in preference to riding. Of course, 
all of these things might sound goody- 
good to the average man and to the gen- 
eration of today, but to the things which 
I have mentioned I attribute my won- 
derful physical condition.” 

Then with pride Longfield pulled from 
his inside pocket a letter addressed to 
him by Dr. A. Geiringer, a leading phy- 
Sician of New York City. It reads, in 
part: “I just have to write you a few 
lines of commendation for the wonder- 
ful exhibition which you made the other 
evening. I have been interested in ath- 
letes and athletics all my life and I have 
known most of the outstanding charac- 
ters personally during the last 15 years. 
I am quite certain that I have never 
seen a@ man of your years, or even 15 
years younger, capable of such an effort 
which you showed us during your half- 
mile skating sprint. What impressed me 
particularly was the fact that you showed 
practically no fatigue, no respiratory nor 
circulatory strain after the very fast half 
mile which rou accomplished. This is, 
indeed, astounding when one considers 
the condition and physical ability of 
men of your years and many years 
younger. I must compliment you be- 
cause what you did proves that your 
life must have been a very clean and 
correct one.” 

It was quite a commendation, and for 
a physician to take enough time out 
of a very busy life to witness first and 
then write such an enthusiastic letter 
proved that the “old young man” made 
a great impression on him—no doubt he 
considers this man a ilving example of 
what right living will do. 


We were both going to Manhattan. 
“Guess I'll take the subway,” I said, la- 
zily. “Are you coming along?” “No,” 
replied the veteran skater. “I prefer to 
walk over the bridge. It’s a fine fresh 
night and the walk will do me good.” 

And as I sat in the subway train I 
began thinking — seriously — about diet 
and rest and exercise and habit. I had 
gained much from the night and the 
conversation.
